TECHNICAL ASPECTS OF THE 18™ LIVESTOCK CENSUS 

The total (mint of livestock population and its composition is available from the livestock census, which 
is the most important single source of data. The Department of Animal Husbandry, Dairying and Fisheries, 
Ministry of Agriculture, Government of India, conducted the 18"' Livestock Census with reference date 15 th 
October 2007. Thee ensus operations are carried out m different States and Union Territories by the respective 
State Governments. Undoubtedly an expensive statistical exercise this census it is indispensable for understanding 
the demographic structure of our livestoc k so as to be properly equipped to carry out livestock improvement 
programmes in the country. The livestock census covers not only livestock but includes information on fisheries 
and agricultural implements and machinery. 

In 191 c > 20, the first livestoc k c ensus of cattle was conducted The subsequent censuses were conducted 
at intervals ol live years. 18 such livestock censusc ivc been completed till now. 

In ttic' i!i" Livestoc k Census, breed-wise data ol indigenous cattle, buffalo, sheep, goat, pig and fowl was 
c ollei led for the first time in the State of West Bengal. In the present report the cross-bred and indigenous cattle 
have been clubbed together as in the earlier reports lor comparability with the past. 

Canvassed schedule of enquiry in each household obtains information on 512 items for each household 
In addition, information oil another f 27 items on livestock and fishery infrastructure and commercial poultry 
birds stock is collected for each mouza, ward and each commercial poultry farm. Field workers undertake 
house-to-house enumeration to ascertain stock of livestock, agricultural implements and machinery, lishing 
c rail and tackle (as well as number of persons engaged in fishing and ancillary activities), etc., possessed by 
households and institutions. The field work is mainly conducted by primary workers, consisting of staff drawn 
Irom the Animal Resources Development Department and Prambandhu personnel’. 

State-level training of trainers was arranged at Bnrasat, in the district of North 24 Parganas. A manual of 
insti actions was circulated to all districts State-level Livestock Census Officers and Headquarters Officers of 
the Statistical Cell also trained the block/mumcipality/sub-division Livestock Census Officers. The trained 
ofticeis in turn trained the enumerators in the held work. A tabulation manual was prepared and sent to all 
districts to obtain the data m tabulated form. 

Livestoi k, Poultry, Agric ultural Implements and Machinery, and Fisheries are the tour main parts of the 
Livestoc k Census. As these four parts involve a huge amount of data compilation, appropriate software called 
LG MS (Livestock Census Management System) has been developed In West Bengal, Geographical Information 
System (CIS) has been developed for digital mapping ol livestock data at all levels tor each district. The systematic 
data base prepared in the 18"' Livestock Census goes down to the level of mouza/para. The district profile 
includes pic tonal graphs and the write-up gives a comprehensive account of the State’s livestock position.

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COOCH BEHAR DISTRICT PROFILE 


INTRODUCTION : 

Cooch Behar district in the north-eastern frontier of India, is included in the Jalpaiguri Division of 
West Bengal . Until 28 ,h August 1949 Cooch Behar was a Princely State ruled by the Maharaja of Cooch 
Behar who had been a feudatory prince under the British Government. By a document dated 28 August 
1949 Maharaja Jagaddipendra Narayan of Cooch Behar ceded his territory to the Dominion of Government 
of India. The transfer of the administration to the Government of India took place on the 12 th September 
1949, from which date Cooch Behar was ruled as a Chief Commissioner’s Province by a Chief Commissioner 
appointed by the Government of India. Eventually Cooch Behar was transferred and merged with the 
Province of West Bengal on 19 January 1950. Since then Cooch Behar is being administered as a district of 
West Bengal. 

LOCATION : 

Lat/Long : The district of Cooch Behar lies between 26 ( ’32’46" and 25"57’56” north latitude. The longitude 
of the easternmost point is 89"52’00" east and the longitude of the westernmost point is 88°45’02” east. 
The total area of the district according to the Survey of India is 3,386 sq kms. (as on 1 July 1971). 

Enclaves : Besides the congregated area included in the boundaries of the district mentioned above, there 
are enclaves or chits which are outlying and detached tracts of land Seventeen chits of Haldibari police 
station were transferred to the Jalpaigurei police station in the district of Jalpaiguri under the Government 
of West Bengal, Home (Police) Department. A further adjustment between the district boundaries of Cooch 
Behar and Jalpaiguri had taken place in the year 1955. Under the Government of West Bengal. Home 
(Police) Department, notification No. 2115PL., dated 20 May 1955, 34 chits of Cooch Behar were transferred 
to Jalpaiguri. Two chits belonging to Mekhliganj police station were transferred to Maynaguri police station 
of Jalpaiguri, 30 chits belonging to Matabhanga were transferred to Dhupguri police station and 2 chits of 
Tufanganj police station were transferred to Alipur Duars PS of Jalpaiguri district. 

Origin of these enclaves : At the lime of merger of the Indian State of Cooch Behar with West Bengal there 
were 130 enclaves measuring more or less 20,957.07 acres. There were correspondingly 95 enclaves of 
Bangladesh situated within the district of Cooch Beluir. Another intriguing fact is that there were enclaves 
within enclaves. It so happens that while the parent enclave belongs to Cooch Behar district the enclaves 
inset within these enclaves belong to Bangladesh. A l and-border Agreement was signed between India and 
Bangladesh on 16 May 1974, which provides, among other things, for the exchange of the enclaves of the 
two countries at a future date. The Agreement is to be ratified by the two Governments before it can come 
into operation. 

The origin of these enclaves is not very clea: It is generally believed that during the Mughal invasions 
of 1687 and 1699 some of the powerful Cooch Behar chieftains retained possession of their lands in the 
chaklas of Boda, Patgram and Purbabhag and the invading Mughal forces could not dislodge them. In 1712 
when Khan Jehan Khan, the Nazim of Bengal, recovered possession of these chaklas a treaty was signed 
between the Maharaja of Cooch Behar and the Nazim whereby these three chaklas were leased out to the 
Maharaja of Cooch Behar in the benami of the Chhatra-Nazir Santanu Narayan. The powerful chieftains 
who had not been dislodged from their lands during the Mughal invasion continued to owe allegiance to the 
Maharaja of Cooch Behar and these lands did not therefore form part of the zamindari which continued to 
remain part of the kingdom of Cooch Behar though detached from it Similarly, during these raids some 
demobilized Muhammedan soldiers occupied some portions of the land and continued to owe allegiance to 
the Mughal Emperor through the Nazim, and it seems that the Maharaja of Cooch Behar could not or did 
not enforce his authority on these disbanded soldiers t hese areas became part of the Subah of Bengal and 
later part of the British district of Rangpur 
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Except for the merger of some enclaves of Cooch Behar district into Jalpaiguri district there has been 
no change in the boundaries or in any of the component parts of the district since the time of the merger of 
the erstwhile Cooch Behar State into West Bengal. 

ORIGIN : 

The name Cooch Behar is of comparatively recent origin. It appears to have been first used in relation 
to this country in Shah Jahan Nama about the middle of the 17"’ century. In the treaty between the East 
India Company and the ruler of Cooch Behar in 1773 the kingdom was referred to as Cooch Behar Fort. Dr. 
Buchanan Hamilton in his narrative written in the beginning of the last century mentioned only Behar. 
There have been conjectures whether the second term in the name of the district, viz., Bihar, has any 
connexion with some early Buddhist monastery located in the region. Considering the fact that the name 
Cooch Behar is of recent origin, connexion with any Buddhist monastery seems unlikely. In the absence of 
monastery, the main word Bihar must be etymologically derived as a place or abode of sport. And it is more 
likely that Cooch Behar is an abode or land of the Koch tribe Even shortly after the merger of Koch Bihar 
with West Bengal the local people relerred to the capital of the Maharaja or the city of Koch Bihar as simply 
Bihar, and Hunter in his Statistical Account has recorded that the Raja of Koch Bihar, repudiates the theory 
of Koch origin and calls his capital Nijbehar In the above circumstances, it is difficult to say whether the 
district took its name from the name of the country. The name of the kingdom was finally determined to be 
Cooch Behar by an order of the Maharaja and published in the Cooch Behar Gazette. 

HISTORY : 

Histoiy reveals that the ancient territory of Kamrup played a role in the development of the present 
region of Cooch Behar district in West Bengal. The Allahabad Pillar Inscription of the famous Gupta Emperor 
Samudragupta mentions about the existence of the Kamrup territory in the 4th century AD. During the 
15th century AD, the western part of Kamrup came under the sway of the ‘Khen’ dynasty to usher a new 
kingdom there known as ‘Kamta’. The present Cooch Behar owes its origin from this 'Kamta' land. The 
‘Khen’ dynasty is noted for the kings Niladhvaja, the founder of the dynasty, his son Chakradhvaja and 
grandson Nilambar (1473-98/99 AD) It is stated by some that the ‘Koch’ dynasty followed the lineage of 
Nilambar. But the most widely accepted view holds that king Maharaja Viswa Singha was responsible for 
establishment of an independent ‘Koch’ kingdom in 1510 AD or 1530 AD. 

In the begining, the capital of this kingdom was not static and became stable only when the same was 
shifted to Cooch Behar. The territory of Cooch Behar was known as ‘Kamta’ even during the period of 
Maharaja Viswa Singha and his son Maharaja Nara-Narayan. The Mughal forces grabbed certain portion of 
the ‘Kamta’ kingdom in the middle of the 17th century AD. Later on the accounts of Badshanama, Shah- 
Jaha-nama, Tarikh-I-Assam and the Alamgirnama ascribed this territory as Cooch Behar. It is, therefore, 
very much apparent that the ‘Koch’ kingdom was known as ‘Kamta’ even during the middle of the 17th 
century AD when the Koch kings like Maharaja Viswa Singha, Maharaja Nara Narayan and Maharaja Pran 
Narayan used the title ‘Kamteswar’ for themselves. The valor of the ‘Koch’ kings is known best by the 
prides of Maharaja Nara narayan. He has issued his own coins. The kings who ruled Cooch Behar till its 
union with Indian territory and its declaration as a district headquarter of the Province of West Bengal in 
1950 are known as Maharaja Viswa Singha, Maharaja Nara Narayan, Maharaja Lakshmi Narayan, Maharaja 
Bir Narayan, Maharaja Pran Narayan, Maharaja Basudev Narayan, Maharaja Mahindra Narayan, Maharaja 
Roop Narayan, Maharaja Upendra Narayan, Maharaja Devendra Narayan, Maharaja Dhairjendra Narayan, 
Maharaja Rajendra Narayan, Maharaja Dharendra Narayan, Maharaja Harendra Narayan, Maharaja Shivendra 
Narayan, Maharaja Narendra Narayan, Maharaja Nripendra Narayan, Maharaja Rajrajendra Narayan, 
Maharaja Jitendra Narayan and Maharaja Jagaddipendra Narayan. The history of Cooch Behar dates back 
to the period of the Pala-Senas (i.e., Circa I Ith - 12th century AD). These include sculptures, coias of the 
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Sultanate and the Mughal Periods, temples, mosques of the mediaeval and late mediaeval period. Of the 
ancient remains, mention may be made of the Rajpat of Gossanimari, Siva Temple of Baneswar and the 
Palace of Cooch Behar. It is traditionally believed that the huge mound of Rajpat of the Gossanimari v illag e 
at a distance of 13 kilometers to the west of Dinhata Police Station marks the site of the ancient capital of 
‘Kamtapur’ of the ‘Khen’ Kings. 

The word Rajpat has been derived probably from the Bengali ‘Rajbari’ or ‘Rajbati’ or ‘Rajprasad’. The 
‘Khen’ king Nilambar of this Kamtapur Kingdom was defeated in a battle by Sultan Hussain Shah of Bengal 
in 1498 AD. The pomp and glory of Rajpat are now all in ruins under the deposit of huge earth flanked by 
bare greeneries all around. It is believed that the anicent palatial complex of Kamtapur including the early 
Kamteswari temple are all lying buried in this mound. This mound is at present protected by the Archaeological 
Survey of India. 

TOPOGRAPHY : 

Cooch Behar is essentially a flat country with a slight south-eastern slope along which the main rivers 
of the district flow There are slight ups and dow ns and while some areas may be so low as to be inundated 
by the rivers during the monsoon, othci' are slightly higher and remain always above water even when the 
rivers are in spate. Most of the high land areas in the Sitalkuchi region and most of the low lands lie in 
Dinhata region. There are no mountain peaks nor any hills within the district. 

SUBDIVISIONS : 

The district comprises of five subdivisions : Cooch Behar Sadar, Dinhata, Mathabhanga, Mekhliganj 
and Tufanganj. Cooch Behar Sadar consists of Cooch Behar municipality and two community development 
blocks Cooch Behar - I and Cooch Behar - II. Dinhata subdivision consista of Dinhata municipality and 
three community development blocks : Dinhata -1, Dinhata - II and Sitai. Mathabhanga subdivision consists 
of Mathabhanga municipality and three community development blocks : Sitalkuchi, Mathabhanga - 1 and 
Mathabhanga - II. Mekhliganj subdivision consists of Mekhliganj municipality and Haldibari municipality 
and two community development blocks : Mekhliganj and Haldibari. Tufanganj subdivision consists of 
Tufanganj municipality and two community development blocks : Tufanganj - I and Tufanganj-ll Cooch 
Behar is the district headquarters There are 11 police stations, 12 development blocks, 6 municipalities and 
128 gram panchayats in this district. 

Other.than municipal area, each subdivision contains community development blocks which in turn 
are divided into rural areas and census towns. In total there are 10 urban units : 6 municipalities and 4 census 
towns. Cooch Behar, Kharimala Khagrabari and Guriahati are parts of an urban agglomeration. Dinhata and 
Bhangri Pratham Khanda also form an urban’ agglomeration together. 

Cooch Behar Sadar Subdivision 
Cooch Behar : Municipality 

Cooch Behar - I community development bloc consists of rural areas with 15 gram panchayats and two 
census towns : Kharimala Khagrabari and Guriahati. Block headquarter is in Dhaluabari. 

Cooch Behar - 11 community development bloc consists of rural areas with 13 gram panchayats and one 
census town : Khagrabari. Block headquarter is in Pundibari. 

Dinhata Subdivision 
Dinhata : Municipality 

Dinhata - I community development bloc consists of rural areas with 16 gram panchayats and one census 
towns : Bhangn Pratham Khanda. Block headquarter is in Dinhata. 

Dinhata - 11 community development bloc consists of rural areas only with 12 gram panchayats. Block 
headquarter Ls in Sahebganj. 
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Sitai community development bloc consists of rural areas only with 5 gram panchayats. Block headquarter 
is in Sitai. 

Mathabhanga Subdivision 
Mathabhanga : Municipality 

Sitalkuchi community development bloc consists of rural areas only with 8 gram panchayats. Block 
headquarter is in Sitalkuchi. 

Mathabhanga - 1 community development block consists of rural areas only with 10 gram panchayats. 
Block headquarter is in Sikarpur. 

Mathabhanga - II community development bloc consists of rural areas only with 10 gram panchayats. Block 
headquarter is in Mathabhanga. 

Mekhliganj subdivision

Haldibari : Municipality 

Mekhliganj community developmeni bloc consists of rural areas only with 8 gram panchayats. Block 
headquarter is in Changrabandha. 

Haldibari community development bloc consists of rural areas only with 6 gram panchayats. block 
headquarter is in Haldibari.

Tufanganj - I community development bloc consists of rural areas only with 14 gram panchayats Block 
headquarter is in Tufanganj. 

Tufanganj - II community development bloc consists of rural areas only with 11 gram panchayats. Block 
headquarter is in Baxirhat. 

SOIL : 

Being the district near the Eastern Himalayan foothills, after rains in the catchment area each of the rivers 

generally attain strong current and flood the adjacent area. The turbulent water carries sand, silt, pebbles which 

causes many problems in productivity as well as hydrology. The soil is formed by alluvial deposits and is acidic in 

* 

nature. It is friable loam to sandy loam ranging in depth from 0.15 to 1 meter. The soil has a low level of nitrogen 
while potassium and phosphorus levels are medium. Deficiency of zinc, calcium, magnesium and sulphur is 
quite high. 

CLIMATE: 

The district of Cooch Behar has a moderate type of climate characterised by heavy rainfall during the 
monsoon and slight rainfall in the month of October to mid-November. The district does not have high 
temperatures at any time of the year The summer season is from April to May with April being the hottest 
month with mean daily maximum of 32.5 C and mean daily minimum of 20.2 C. The winter season lasts 
from late November to February, with January being the coldest month with temperature ranging from 
10.40C to 24. 1°C, Th p recorded minimum temperature is 3 9 C and respective recorded maximum is 39 9 C. 
The atmosphere is highly humid throughout the year, except the period from February to May, when the 
relative humidity is as low as 50 to 70%. The rainy season lasts from June to September. The district’s 
average annual rainfall is 3 201 mm. 
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WATER RESOURCES : 


The rivers in Cooch Behar How in a slanting course from north-west to south-east. All of them take 
rise in the Himalayas and enter the district from the western Duars of the district of Jaipaiguri except one 
which enters from the Gumma Duars. Flowing through the district they pass on to the Rangpur district of 
Bangladesh to discharge their waters into the Brahmaputra. Though generally the rivers keep to their beds 
small oscillations and throwing out of a channel are almost annual features of these rivers. 

Six river systems cut through the district flowing in a south-easterly direction. From the west to the 
east these are : (1) the Tista system, (2) the Jaldhaka system, (3) the Torsa system, (4) the Kaljani system. 
(5) the Raidak system and (6) the Gadadhar system. 

The Tista System : The Tista is by far the largest river of the district Though it forms a large system 
elsewhere, within this district it throws out no distributary nor does it receive any tributary. The Tista takes 
its rise in lake Chalamu and has another source below Kanchenjunga in Sikkim Flowing through Sikkim, 
Darjeeling and Jaipaiguri districts it enters Cooch Behar district near taluk Baxiganj It flows for about 15 
miles in this district and separates Haldibari from Mekhliganj thana. It passes out of the district by taluk 
Kuchlibari to flow into the Rangpur district of Bangladesh. 

Shaniajan or Khutamara : A small stream, the Shaniajan, uniting with the Khutamara enters the district at 
taluk Bhotbari and flows for about 20 miles within the district wholly to the east of the Tista and passes out 
of the district by the south-east of taluk Kuchlibari to flow into the Tista near the border of Kakina and 
Patgram within Bangladesh. 

The Jaldhaka System: The Jaldhaka with its right bank tributaries the Statanga, the Dharla and the Khutamara 
or Gidari and the left bank tributaries the Kumlai. the Gilandi, the Duduya, the Mujnai and the Dolong form 
the Jaldhaka system within the district. It rises in the Bhutan hills and flows through Bhutan in the early part 
of its course the river enters Cooch Behar through the taluk Dhulia Baldiahati. 

The Tributaries : 

The Sutanga : I'he Sutanga is a small stream which takes its rise in the western Duars to the east of 
Mavnaguri and enters Cooch Behar from the north by the north-west of taluk Kamat Changrabandha. As 
the town of Matabhanga was often endangered by the floods of the Satanga, an attempt was made in the 
forties of this century to divert the Satanga into the Mansai above Khaterbari, but the experiment failed. 
The bed of the Satanga is sandv and the river is usually tame But at times it can be turbulent 

The Dharla : The Dharla, at one time, was a very important river of this district. It drained through the 
southern portion of the country and served as a natural moat to the fort of Raja Kamteswar at Kamtapur 
guarding its approach from the east. Its lower course had now been largely usurped by the Mansai-Smgimari 
flow of the Jaldhaka while in its upper course its headwaters have been largely robbed by the Tista. The 
Dharla at present takes its rise from the Tista slightly below Barnes Ghat. 

The Khutamara : Another small stream known as the Khutamara in its upper course and the Girdhari in its 
lower course is an eastward offshoot of a small river known as the Maldah which enters Cooch Behar 
district from Patgram P.S. of the district of Rangpur of Bangladesh through the taluk Mahismari. 

The Kumlai : The Kumlai, a branch of the Diana, used to meet the Jaldhaka on its left bank in the district 
of Jaipaiguri. Due to the shifting southwards of the current of the Jaldhaka the Kumlai flowed through the 
abandoned channel of the Jadhaka and now joins the Jaldhaka to the north of taluk Kacha Khawa. 

The Gilandi : The Gilandi is also a branch of the Diana. It enters the district in taluk Tengnamari and after 
flowing for about two miles in a south-easterly direction it turns south through taluk Fulbari and meets the 
Jaldhaka at Giladanga. 
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The Duduya : The Duduya before it enters the district at Dekalikuba Hat is formed by the combination of 
the waters drained from the Bhutan hills by the Kalua, the Barabank, the Dim Dima and the Tasati and also 
carries the united waters of the Gairkata, the Nanai, the Angrabasha and some other small streams. It flows 
south-eastwards, forming the boundary between the parganas of Mekhliganj and Matabhanga and falls into 
the Jaldhaka at lndrerkhuti. 

The Mujnai : The Mujnai takes its rise near Hantapara from the southern slope of the Bhutan water-shed. 
Formerly, this river known as the Mansai was the main river in this area until the Jaldhaka usurped its 
channel and reduced this river to the position of a left bank tributary The oldest river flowing through this 
channel was the Mansai. The Mansai is shown in Rennell’s map as a pretty big river rising high up in Bhutan. 
The stream is still known as the Mansai in Cooch Behar. Most of the rural people do not know of the name 
Jaldhaka and old folk songs refer to this river as Mansai only In its present position the Mujnai is a left bank 
tributary of the Jaldhaka and joins the latter a little north of Chokhekata. 

The Dolong : The last tributary of the Jaldhaka on its left bank is the Dolong. Tt rises in the western Duars. 

The Torsa : The Torsa or toya-rosha meaning "angry water” has been the "Sorrow of Cooch Behar” for 
over two centuries and still shows no signs of having been appeased. The river is so capricious that any 
description of its course may become only a matter of history by the time the ink is dry. It has so frequently 
changed its course during the last two hundred years that the entire northern portion of Matabhanga thana 
is a country laid waste by its caprice. Prosperous villages and marts that grew up on its banks have been 
devastated and abandoned and the whole country is full of innumerable abandoned channels of the river 
covered with sand banks. Rich fields of tobacco and paddy were made barren by thick deposits of sand. The 
river rises outside India and flows through Bhutan where it receives the name Amo Chu. The river enters 
Cocx-h Behar from the north between taluks Latabari in pargana Mathabhanga and Bakshibos-Putimari in 
pargana Cooch Behar. 

The Ghargharia : The only tributary of the Torsa is the Ghargharia which comes from the north-west. The 
Ghargharia is formed by the union of two small streams outside the district in the western Duars. It enters 
the district in taluk Sibpur by the north-east. Almost all the feeders of the Ghargharia are moribund and the 
Ghargharia itself has very little water except during the rains. But as it has a narrow steep channel, it may 
become turbulent at the height of the monsoon. 

The Kaljani : The Kaljani is formed in the western Duars by the combination of the Alaikun and Dima and 
the combined waters take the name Kaljani after their junction at Alipur, the headquarters of the Alipur 
Duars subdivision of Jalpaiguri district, ft enters Cooch Behar by the north of taluk Kholta. Almost at the 
point of its entry into the district it receives on the right bank a small stream, the Gidari, which takes its rise 
in the western Duars. The Kaljani is a quick-flowing river with a formed bed jnd shelving banks. It has a 
good depth and is about 300 yards wide 

The Raidak : The Raidak enters the district from the Duars in between the taluks Dorko and Chentimari 
about ten miles east of the point where the Gadadhar joins the Kaljani. There are two rivers of the same 
name Raidak and the other Raidak flow's east of this Raidak Both flow for some distance almost parallel. 
The western stream takes its rise very high up in the Bhutan hills where it is called the Chin Chu. The eastern 
Raidak also comes down from the Bhutan hills and enters the district in between the taluks Khagribari and 
Rampur and after a course of about ten miles falls into the great Gadadhar or Gangadhar to the south of 
taluk Jaldhoa 

Bills and Marshes : The district abounds in a large number of rivers and most of them have changed courses 
very frequently. There are thus a large number of abandoned channels of the rivers. While some of these 
establish a connexion with the river during the monsoon, others are completely insular accumulations of 
water. Due to the very heavy rainfall in the district, these remain full of rain water and local drainage. These 
bills, and marshes are used for growing fish and small tortoise and also help the cultivators by providing

water for the steeping of jute. Some of the marsh products are dhemp or the seed of water-lily, sola (pith), 
shells used for making lime and boro paddy. The rainfall in the district being quite heavy and well distributed 
the cultivator hardly needs artificial irrigation for his crop. Occasionally during the tobacco season in winter 
the accumulated waters are lifted by dongas for irrigating tobacco-fields. 

FLORA & FAUNA : 

Flora : The flora of the district may be enumerated under fourteen heads (1) palms, (2) bamboos, (3) 
plantains, (4) fruit trees, (5) spices, medicinal plants and herbs, (6) creepers, (7) aquatic plants and woods, (8) 
ferns and orchids, (9) aroid plants, (10) fungi, (11) timber trees, forests trees and minor plants, (12) flowers, 
(13) minor grasses and jungles and (14) grains and vegetables. 

Fauna : Cooch Behar district at present has no large forest. The only real forest area in the district is the 
Patlakhawa forest east of the point where the river Torsa enters this district Formerly, there had been larger 
forest areas which were gradually cleared tot increasing cultivation Owing to this clearence of forests and 
spread of human habitation, big animals have become mure or less scarce in the district. 

AGRICULTURE : 

1'he agricultural area of Cooch Behar is 2530 63 square kilometers. The dominant agricultural products 
of Cooch Behar district are jute and tobacco Paddy rice is also grown before and after the rainy season. 
Common plantation crops are areca nut, coconut and black pepper. Vegetable, mustard plant, and potato 
cultivation are increasing In order to support agiiculture, special programmes have been taken for the 
pioduction of sunflowers, maize and groundnuts Revolutionary methods are being used in Boro paddy and 
potato cultivation 

IMPORTANT PLACES : 


Palace of Koch Kings - popularly known as ‘Rajbari’ : Idealised from the concept of classical European 
style of Italian Renaissance, this magnificent 
palace was built by the famous Koch king 
Maharaja Nripendra Narayan in 1887. Raised 
on a base of 1.5 metres in height, this double 
storied brick building covers an area of 4768 
square metres It extends 120 metres from 
noith to south and 90 metres from east to 
west. The frontal facade consists of a senes 
of arches resting by an alternate arrangement 
of narrow and broad piers to contain single 
and double Connthian pillats lespectively

Situated at a distance of 11 km from Cooch Behar town (one km from 
Baneswar), it was constructed around 1830 by Maharaja Harendra Narayan 
and houses the idols of Goddess Siddheswari. 

Bralimo Mandir : Established by Maharaja Nripendra Narayan during I860 
to 1880 1'he Roman architecture of the temple is a rarity in this area The 
temple indicates the influence of Brahmu Samaj on the Mahataja of Cooch 
Behar. 

Baradebi Bari: Situated at Debibari of Cooch Behar Town Inside the Temple 
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idol of Goddess Durga is installed Influence of European 
architecture is found in the construction of the temple

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JALPAIGURI DISTRICT PROFILE 


INTRODUCTION : 

Jalpaiguri, the largest district of North Bengal covering an area of 6245 sq km, was formed in 1869. 
Veined by mighty rivers like the Teesta, Torsha, Jaldhaka, Diy<* Neora, Sankosh etc. this piece of land has 
been aptly named as the land of “Tea. Timber, Tourism” and “Totos” (a rare tribe). A major stretch of area 
is bordered in the north by Bhutan and hence the name DOOARS/DUARS which mean Door of Bhutan. 
Jalpaiguri town is the head quarters of the district which is also the head quarters of North Bengal. The main 
railway station is at New Jalpaiguri which is connected by express traias to all major Indian cities. 

LOCATION : 

The district hes between 26 u 16' and 27°0' north latitude and between 88°4’ and 89 u 53’ east longitude. 
It comprises an area of 6,245 sq.km as on 1 July 1971. The present district consists of the'Western Duars 
since 1865 and the Jalpaiguri and Rajganj thanas of Rangpur district since 1869. The district so formed in 
1869 is bounded in the north by the Darjiling district and Bhutan, in the east by Assam, in the south by 
Rangpur district in Bangladesh and Koch Bihar district and in the west by Darjeeling district and part of 
Bangladesh 

ORIGIN : 

Jalpaiguri is said to have derived its name from olive trees (Jalpai in Bengali) which grew in the town 
and were seen even in 1900 The suffix ‘guri’ means a place The name might as well be associated with 
Jalpesh, the presiding deity (Siva) of the entire region who had been in the minds of men there from time 
immemorial 

We might also recall that the Jalpaiguri subdivision of Rangpui, so named since 1854, was coterminous 
with the earlier Sukhani subdivision and it was the nucleus of the district, formed in 1869. The local name 
of a place like Jalpaiguri, which happened to be the seat of a military cantonment, thus gave first its name to 
the subdivision and then to the district Earlier in March 1849 , Hooker had arrived at Jeelpigoree, which was 
then a large straggling village near the banks of the Teesta, a good way .south of the forest and at this place 
according to him, wc were detained for several days, wailing for elephants with which to proceed northwards.' 
Naturally, ‘Jeelpigoree’ was then a point ot transhipment in an area covered by forests 

l he district has two well defined areas differing both in history and m administration. The older 
portion, mostly to the west of the Tista, is a permanently settled area, i.e. settled permanently with Zamindars 
since 1793 The area to the east of the Tista is known as the Western Duars and is a strip of submontane 
country Until the Constitution of India came into force on 26 January 1950, the Western Duars of the 
district like the Darjeeling district was included m the list of Scheduled Districts under the Scheduled Districts 
Act of 1874 The early history in this connection may be traced from the East India Company Act, 1773, 
known as the Regulating Act, which conferred legislative powers upon the Governor-General in Council for 
the first time. The Western Duars area was outside the regulated zone, and under executive orders of 
Ci ivernment some of the laws of the regulated territory were applied to this area. The Scheduled Districts 
-Act of 1874 provided for application of some of the laws of the regulated territories to this district. The 
Government of India Act of 1919 declared the Darjeeling district, the Duars and Jalpaiguri to be backward 
areas and the Governor-General was given powers to issue notifications directing that an Act of the Indian 
legislature shall not apply in those areas except with such modifications and exceptions as he may direct. 
Since the promulgation of the Indian Constitution theie is no such thing as a scheduled or non-regulated 
district.

was included under different divisions successively for administrative convenience. In 1875 it was placed 
under the Rajsahi-Kochbihar division with Jalpaigun as Headquarter, In 1883 Raisahi division was the 
controlling authority of the district with Jalpaiguri as Headquarters. In 1957 it was placed under the Presidency 
Division with Calcutta as the Headquarters and it was in 1963 that the Jalpaiguri Division was formed with 
Jalpaiguri as its headquarters and the district, naturally, was placed under this division. 

HISTORY : 

The geographical boundanes that constitute the Jalpaiguri district of the present day had been under the 
control (administration) or rule of various dynasties or even countries either in fragments or as a whole during the 
different phases of history 

As history goes by, when Hiuen T'sang visited Assam, a major portion of today’s Jalpaiguri was a part of 
the kingdom of Kamrupa which then apparently extended up to river Karatoya in the west. This land, commonly 
designated as Duars had often been included in the kingdoms of Bhutan and Cooch Behar. The name ‘Duais’ 
may have evolved from the word ‘Doors’ or passages. There were eighteen such passages which were used by the 
Bhutanese people to communicate with the riverine plains of the south for the cause of trade or barters. In 1864 
under the command of Captain Hedayet Ali, the British managed to capture this area from the clutches of the 
Bhutanese kingdom and divided it into two parts The eastern parts are merged with the Gowalpara district of 
today's Assam and the western part was named as a new district Western Duars In 1869 through some 
constitutional changes the Jalpaigun District was formed The name Jalpaiguri may have evolved from "JE-LE- 
PE-GO-RI” probably meaning the place to exchange or barter warm clothes, blankets etc. with other essential 
commodities. 

From time immemorial this land remaimed a pristine creation. Covered with dense forest and riverine 
grassland. Jalpaiguri was the harbour of one of the richest bounties of Wild Life. 

It had seen the arrival of various Indo-Mongoloid tribes, who came in to settle in this fertile land. Most of 
them continue to live on even today The majority of the Indo-Mongoloid class are the ‘Raj Bangshis’. Apart 
from them there are the Mech, the Ravas, the Totos etc. Some Limbus and Lepchas had also (migrated) immigrated 
through the terain crossing Mechi River. Then, came the British, and with them the Bengalees from present 
Bangladesh. Many forest areas got cleared for Tea Plantation and Agricultural lands. The planters brought 
from the Chotanagpur Plateau area - the Nageshias, the Uraons and the Mundas to work as labour in the Tea 
Gardens. All these various tribes brought along with them, their culture and beliefs. 

Though different varieties of races and their cultures got intermingled in the same land;jeach individual 
race retained their individual culture and heritage over the ages. Thus the phenomenon of‘Combined Culture’ 
never got a chance to bloom here. In the serenity of the forests, beyond the misty curtain of the hills or by 
the gushing streams here and there developed and prospered various cultures like the Bhotia Culture, the 
Rajbanshi Culture, the Lepcha-Limbu Culture together with the Cultures of the Koch, the Mech, the Ravas, 
the Totos and the Bengalees 

TOPOGRAPHY : 

The enfire topography is crisscrossed with rivers, rivulets and hills. The district has a rectangular shape, the 
length being from west to east. The present bed of the Mahananda which is approximately situated over the old 
bed of Tista formed the western boundary before 1787. After 1787 the Mahananda became the western boundary, 
while the eastern boundary is formed by the Sankosh. The area west of the Tista has very little waste land and has 
an abundance of ‘Sal’ forests and has a widespread growth of bamboo betelnut, palm, are Jackfruit The tract 
east of the Tista presents the look of a flat strip of country The Tista itself has some char lands growing valuable 
timber, but in the floods of 1950 and 1958 most of the char lands had been washed away. The Western Duars 



have many rivers and streams intersecting the area in every direction. There are also large areas of sal forests, 
heavy grass and reed jungle interspersed with wild cardamoms. The entire area is foil of tea gardens covered by 
thick tea bushes all around. The scenery to the north of the Duars is picturesque, specially where the large rivers 
debouch into the plains. 

The most impressive forests are between the Dima and the Jayanti and between the Jayanti and the 
Sankosh. The reserved forests with small patches of cultivated lands and villages can be seen at these places. 
The forests to the west of Torsa, namely, Chapramari, Garumara and Madarhat present a splendid sight. 
Such views are also presented by the Nilpara and Chilapata Mendabari forests between the Dima and Sankosh. 

The Buxa area is the only mountainous tract of the district. Chhota Sinchula (5,695), one of the 
highest peaks of the Sinchula range, offers a splendid view all around, Numerous rivers and streams intersect 
the extensive tracts of sal and other forests reaching up to the hills. The Sinchula range has an elevation 
between 4,000’ and 6,000’, the highest peak Renigango being 6,222’ above sea level. Below Sinchula and on 
a range of hills between 1,659’ and 2.457’ is situated the former political prisoners’ camp which was located 
in the erstwhile Buxa cantonment. The Sinchula is much wooded, though it can be reached by men and the 
beasts of burden from all sides. 

SOIL: 

Jalpaiguri district is almost entirely covered with alluvium, except that a narrow belt of hard rocks is 
exposed along the northern border of the district. 

In conformity with the general geological setting in the Himalayan tract of North Bengal, the foothill 
belt comprises the Siwaliks in the south, separated from the impersistent Gondwanas by the Main Boundary 
Fault in the north. The Buxa group of rocks attain maximum thickness here, and is best developed in the 
whole of North Bengal. It follows the Gondwanas in the north, forming the southern flank of the Dalings. 

Dolomite is the most important economic material in Jalpaiguri district Detailed work has been carried 
out to assess the dolomite resources in this area. The reserve of dolomite is really vast. 

CLIMATE: 

The climate of this district is similar to that of the districts in the plains to the south, but owing to its 
proximity to the hills, the rainfall is much heavier and the temperatures seldom excessive ranging from 30.9 
to 10.8 degrees throughout the year. The cold season is from mid-November to the end of February. This is 
followed by the hot season from March to May. The period from June to about the beginning of October is 
the south west monsoon season. October to mid-November constitutes the post-monsoon season. 

The atmosphere is highly humid throughout the year. During the period from February to April, the 
afternoon relative humidities are comparatively lower, being only between 40 and 50%. Some of the cyclonic 
storms and depressions which originate in the Bay of Bengal in the south-west monsoon and post-monsoon 
seasons move in a northerly direction and affect the district causing widespread heavy rain. Thunderstorms 
occur all the year round, being least frequent in the winter. 

WATER RESOURCES : 

The rivers which are numerous and flow north-south, originate from Sikkim, Bhutan and Darjiling 
hills (except Torsa which originates from Tibet), and can be divided into two systems, namely, the Brahmaputra 
river system and the Ganga river system. The Brahmaputra river system contains the following rivers, namely, 
Tista (with its tributaries), Jaldhaka, Torsa, Kaljani, Raidak and Sankosh, while the Ganga river system 
contains the Mahananda with its tributaries. 

Mahananda : The Mahananda, originating at Chimli at an altitude of 2,060 m. or 6,763’ in the Darjiling 
district and flowing in a southerly direction, alters its course slightly at Siliguri and then enters the Jalpaiguri 
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district, remaining there for some distance. It has a total catchment area of 25,043 sq. km. (9,669 sq. miles) 
at its confluence with the Ganga out of which 6,755 sq. km. (2,608 sq. miles) lies in West Bengal. 

The river also goes by the name of Mahanadi which is said to be a Bengali corruption of the Lepcha 
word Mahaldi. The river also receives at various points three small branches, which arise from springs in the 
fields of Sannyasikata. They are called Trinai. Ronchondi and the divided courses of Chokor and Dauk. 

Tista : The Tista is the largest river of North Bengal and passes through this district. It originates from the 
glaciers of North Sikkim at an altitude of 6,400 metres (21.000'). Large parts of Sikkim and Darjiling 
district form its catchment before it enters the plains near Sivok. It enters the district at its north-west corner. 
It is formed mainly by the union of two streams, Lachen and Lachung at Chunthang in Sikkim The Chinese 
pilgrim Yuan Chwang crossed this river to go to Pragjyotishpur. It is said that the Bodos named this river 
Tista or Dista as in the Bodo language ti and di stand for water. 

The Tista after being fed by several tributaries in the Himalayan and sub-Himalayan regions, is narrow 
and deep, before entering the plains near Sivok After entering the plains, it is, however, considerably wide 
ranging from 3.2 km. to 10 8 km. (2 miles to about 7 miles). In the sub-Himalayan plains, it is again joined 
by several tributaries, namely Lish, Gish, Chel and Neora from the north-eastern and Karala from the north¬ 
western sides. The Tista has been changing its course for years 

At the time of Rennell’s survey (1779) the Tista below Jalpaiguri branched off into three channels, 
namely, the Dhopa Punarbhava to the south-west, the Atrai due south and the Jamuna to the south-east 
These streams then discharged themselves into the Ganga, the Atrai being the major channel. There was a 
very small branch of Atrai flowing south-east known as Tista creek which discharged itself into the 
Brahmaputra system. 

Karala : The Karala river is one of the tributaries of the river Tista on its right bank 

Dhardhara : A tributary named Dhardhara having a catchment of 5 4 sq miles falls into Karala within the 
northern extension of Jalpaiguri town near the hospital 

Chuk Chuka : T wo other tributaries named Chuk chuka and Ruk ruka also fall into Karala within the 
northern extension of Jalpaiguri town near the Engineering College. 

Duduya : Duduya is formed by the combined waters of the Goyerkata, Nanai, Angarhhasha and other small 
streams, all of which rise in the north-west of the Duars. 

Majnai : The Mujnai rises in the southern slopes of the Bhutan hills near Hantupara and after winding in a 
southerly direction enters Koch Bihar just below Falakata. 

Tors® : The Torsa originates in the Chumbi valley in Southern Tibet at an elevation of 7,060 metres (23,180’). 
It flows for about 144 km (90 miles) in West Bengal The river bifurcates into two courses, namely. Chaur 
Torsa (West) and Sili Torsa (East) just below the Hasimara road bridge Before 1954, Sili Torsa, the eastern 
course, used to carry the major portion of the discharge. At present, however, Sili Torsa is the major chanel. 

Kaljani : The Kaljani is formed by the combined waters of the Alaikuri and Dima, these two taking the 
name of Kaljani after their junction at Alipur Duar. It has a course of only a few miles in the district, 
marking the boundary with the Koch Bihar district It has no important tributary on its right or west bank, 
but on the left or east bank it gets the waters of the Nanai, Cheko and Gadadhar. The Alaikuri is a large river, 
supplying the greatest quantity of water to the Kaljani The Dima is a sizeable stream rising in the lower 
Bhutan hills near Buxa and flowing south to its confluence with the Alaikuri. 

Raidak : The Raidak rises close to mount Chomolhari in Tibet. It flows southwards till it enters the Koch 
Bihar district. In its northern course through the Jalpaiguri district it forms a large island by throwing off a 
branch stream called the Mainagaon nadi, which leaves the Raidak at the point where it enters the district 
and joins it again about ten miles lower down The old course of the river forms the boundary between 
Alipur Duar and Bhalka, but in 1905 the river came down in high flood and deserted its former bed which 
lies to the east of the Raidak Tea Garden; it swept across the country and poured its waters into many small 
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streams to the west of its former course, one of which, the Dharla jhora, is now the main stream and runs to 
the west of the Raidak Tea Garden. In 1930, it left its old bed and moved east near Teamari. In 1933, it 
broke through the forests at Newlands on the east and at Chipra on the west. 

Sankosh : The right bank of the Sankosh forms the boundary of the district with Assam. The Glentani is its 
principal tributary on the right or west bank. 

Jaldhaka : The Jaldhaka originates from the Bitang lake area in Sikkim at an altitude of 4,420 metres 
(14,500’) and flows through Sikkim, Bhutan, West Bengal and Bangladesh where it ultimately falls into the 
Brahmaputra. Its principal tributaries within the district are the Murti, a big stream, flowing down the Dalingkot 
mountains in the Darjiling district, and the Dinah, another big stream, which rises in the Bhutan hills and 
falls into the Jaldhaka on its east bank. 

Springs : There is a mineral spring near Buxa, about three miles from Tashigaon in which people take bath 
to cure themselves of skin diseases. 

Floods : The district being situated in the Himalayan foothills, crisscrossed by Himalayan rivers, has always 
been liable to floods. The reasons for high floods are excessive rainfall of small duration on small catchments, 
continuous rainfall of several days on bigger catchments, the simultaneous melting of snow accumulated on 
high mountains and rainfall in lower reaches and sudden bursting of artificial water storages in hills caused 
by heavy land slides which block river channels. Besides, the area lies in a seismic belt, and as a result, 
earthquakes loosen the hillsides in the upper region causing slides and slips of sedimentary rocks. With the 
increase in population and improvement of the communication system, there has been encroachment on 
forest land. There has been large scale deforestation, jhum cultivation on steep slopes, uncontrolled grazing 
of cattle, extraction of forest produce by dragging timber on slopes, causing aggravation of landslips and 
surface erosion 

The silts and debris, thus collected, are carried from hills and ultimately deposited in riverbeds in the 
plains. The gradual raising of the riverbeds have resulted in severe bank erosion and floods to the country¬ 
side. The river widens with the formation of many channels and shoals in the middle. The wiping away of 
high river bank causes overflow of banks even at low water level and thereby the water is diverted through 
the neighbouring deep water channel The old course i$ then abandoned. Floods in the district are therefore 
caused by the very nature of the river system. 

While the rivers flowing in gorges in the hills cause erosion of soil cover and landslips, in the plains the 
problem is more acute. There is erosion, sudden tearing away and inundation of valuable agricultural lands, 
tea gardens, villages, etc. The inundation leaves behind large deposits of coarse sand on agricultural lands 
rendering them unfit for cultivation for a long time, besides causing dislocation in the communication system. 

Tista Guns : There is a peculiar phenomenon, locally called the ‘Tista Guns', connected with both the Tista 
and the Torsa rivers Some say it has stopped now. In rainy weather, specially during May and June, the said 
Tista Guns, that is, some loud booming reports originate from the river beds and occur with frequency, 
usually in rounds of two or three The sound is like cannon reports. The said reports were heard in 1924 and 
also in 1952 The reasons for the origin of the sound have not yet been found. 

FLORA & FAUNA : 

The climatic condition has influenced the vegetation. Heavy rains and hot summer days have made 
the climate damp and warm, favouring the growth of a wet and evergreen forest. Such forest is found only in 
small patches, while tropical semi-evergreen and the savannah are the different types met with in the area. 

A special type of vegetation is met within some places called creeper jungle. In addition to the canes 
found in creeper jungles there are cane brakes in the evergreen type of forests on the eastern parts of the 
district. In damp surroundings a graceful palm forms small societies. 



Bamboo groves are also found near villages lea gardens occupy a large area of the district and form a 
characteristic feature of the vegetation. The uniform tea bushes, with their tops pruned to the same level 
have tall slender plants scattered in between, for imparting shade 

Among the cultivated field crops rice is the most important Jute has become next in importance, and 
as in other districts of the State 1'lien come potato and the betel vine. Maize is also cultivated on a large 
scale. 

The sal (shorca robust, 1 ) trees predominate the forests The sal here is of the best quality in India. The 
forests are mainly of four types, namely, riverine, plains, hill and savannah. Near the streams and moist 
pockets theic occur a type of evergreen forests called North Bengal tropical evergreen forests. The hill 
forests do not bear any pure crop and have very little economic use The Fauna is best seen in the Wild Life 
Sanctuaries located here 

Jaldapara Wild Life Sanctury : Jaldapara Wild Life Sanctuary has a varied collection of wild life It is 
situated in the Alipur Duars subdivision, the nearest railway station to approach it being Hasimara on the 
North-East Frontier Railway The sanctuary was made for preserving the famous Indian one horned rhinoceros 
which inhabited the savannah forests Now various other animals are also found there 

Mamm a ls : Apart from the one-horned rhinoceros, the sanctuary abounds in gaur, elephant, tiger, leopard, 
sambar, hog deer, baring deei, spotted deer, swamp deer, pig, sloth bear, cats of various species, and various 
kinds of reptiles, birds and fishes. 

Goramara Wild Life Sanctuary : The Gorumarn Wild I ife Sanctuary covers an area of 2,129 acres or 5 32 
sq km., the nearest railhead being Chalsa railway station on the North-east Frontier Railway. The sanctuary 
abounds in rhinoceros, elephant, tiger, bison, sambar, barking deer, hog deer, buffalo, pig fowl, etc. It has also 
the same kinds of other mammals and birds as are to be found in Jaldapara. It was declared a wild life 
sanctuary in 1949 and spreads ovei £ower Tandu, Upper Tandu and Diana forest ranges. 

Cliaprainari Wild Life Sanctuary : The Chapramari Wild Life Sanctuary covers an area of 2,373 acres or 
5.44 sq km , the nearest railhead being i halsa railway station. It also abounds in the same types of wild life 
as are found in the two other sanctuaries It was declared a sanctuary in 1941 and it spreads over part of 
Upper Tandu forest range.

Chalsa : Located at a distance of 57 kms from Jalpaigun and 7 
kms from Malbazar. One can hire vehicle from Jalpaiguri taxi 
stand or can avail bus from Santipara bus stand. On its way to 
Chalsa the motorable road passes through a deep forest and tea 
gardens of duars which is really an enjoyable journey. From the 
balcony of a room one can enjoy the scenic beauty of hills and 
tea gardens. The Murh river flows down the small hillock and 
tea gardens

Totopara : Totopara is a small locality in the northwest corner of 
Madarihat block in Altpuiduar sub-division of Jalpaiguri district 
This place is inhabited by toto tribal community, one of the three 
recognised primitive tribes in West Bengal 
Nilpara, Chilabata, Kodalbosti: These places are mainly forests 
and tea garden areas with good scenic beauty.

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DARJEELING DISTRICT PROFILE 


INTRODUCTION : 

It is one of the most beautiful hill stations in the country. Tea, Timber and Tourism are the three main 
pillars of the districts economy. Orange and Cardamom are two cash crops for this district. 

LOCATION : 

Lat/Long : lies between 26 ,l 3r and 27" 13' North Latitude and between 87’59' and 88°53' East Longitude. 
Bounded on the north by Sikkim, Darieeling is flanked by Bhutan on the East and Nepal on the West. 
Standing on a narrow ridge jutting out in a vast basin in the heart of the Himalayas, and enclosed by mountains. 

ORIGIN : 

Darjeeling derives its name from the Tibetan DORJE-L1NG meaning “place of the thunderbolt.” 
Along with a part of Kalimpong and Dooars (Terai), Darjeeling was under the King of Sikkim prior to 1706. 
It was in fact a small village under the Kazi (minister) of the King of Sikkim. In 1827 when Captain Lloyd 
and Grant, on the way to settling a dispute between Nepal and Sikkim, visited Darjeeling they discovered its 
invigorating climate. The healthy climatic condition was favorable for the establishment of the winter capital 
and military base.On the effort of Lloyd, the Governor General Lord Bentick started the dialogue with the 
King of Sikkim. On the 1st of February 1835. the king of Sikkim, with a view to enabling the British 
servants avail the healthy climate of the place, presented Darjeeling, what was to him a worthless uninhabited 
mountain, to the British Government, as a token of friendship. Darjeeling in 1836 was a small market of a 
few mat roofed houses popularly known as Goondri Bazar. Kalimpong then a part of Bhutan was snatched 
away by the British to include it in Darjeeling and in 1880 Siliguri area was taken out from Jalpaiguri district 
and included in Darjeeling District. This shape ot Darjeeling remained unchanged but the political placements 
kept on differing from time to time. The district of Darjeeling was annexed to Rajshahi (now in Bangladesh) 
after 1850. In 1905 the region in the present shape was included in the Bhagalpur of Bihar (Bengal, Bihar, 
and Orissa being undivided) but to be taken away to Rajshahi again in 1912 and for that matter to Bengal 
after independence. The town, itself, laid out by Lord Napier of the Royal Engineers, is at an altitude of 
2,134 m (7,000 ft).. 

TOPOGRAPHY : 

The topography of the land couldn’t be more varied-from the highest mountain peaks to hills and 
fertile wide plains. 

SOIL : 

The soil of the upland is usually red and gritty while that of the plains is dark and more fertile. Red and 
Yellow soils have developed on the gneisses and schists in the higher slopes of the Darjeeling Himalaya. The 
soil every where is residual, i.e.,derived by the weathering of the underlying rocks. 

Minerals : The metamorphic rocks of Darjeeling and Daling series contain deposits of copper, nickel, iron 
and precious stones. Lying south of the metamorphic occur the Gondwana belt passing through Tindharia. 

Rock : The rocks of Darjeeling district were sub-divided by Mr.Mallet into five groups, viz.Gneiss, the 
Daling, Series, Gondwanas and the Tertiary system. 
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CLIMATE: 

Foggy weather throughout the year. Receives plenty of rain and has a wide range of climates, from 
tropical to sub-alpine. 

Temperature : Summer : Maximum 14.890°C Minimum 8.590“C. Winter : Maximum 6.110°C Minimum 
1.50°C, Rainfall : 320 cms annually 

Humidity : During the rainy season the humidity is up to 90 to 95 percent. During March - April the 
humidity is up to 40 to 45 percent. 

WATER RESOURCES : 

The river of the district drain ultimately to the south, through the west to ridge across it causes a series 
of Teesta tributaries rising on its northern face to flow northwards and others flow east or west before joining 
the main river. The rivers of the district are, Teesta which rises in glacier, in North Sikkim, 21 000ft above 
sea level, Great Rangit, Jaldhaka, Mahanadi, Balason and Mechi. 

River Teesta is the master stream in the area while the Rammam and Rangit are the two important 
tributaries of the Teesta. Besides, numerous rain fed rivulets in the hills become the most dominating factor 
of environmental control during rainy season. Darjeeling is cut through by deep gorges of the Teesta which 
flows from north to south between mountainous banks rising two to three kilometres above the stream. The 
Teesta on debouching into the plains south of Darjeeling at Sevoke, flows in a mighty stream on straight line 
towards the south east until it pours its waters into the Brahamaputra in Bangladesh. Other rivers, smaller 
than the Teesta, rising in the Himalayas are Jaldhaka, the Torsha, the Sankosh and the Raidak. Of these the 
Torsha is the most turbulent These rivers, carrying the back of the monsoon waters of the huge catchment 
area of the Himalayas. During the dry season they are navigable in the plains below. The Mahananda rises 
from springs in the Dow Hills forest, below Darjeeling town falls in the spectacular cascade named Pagla- 
Jhora in to the sloping plains of southern Darjeeling district and fed by three other similar rivers the Mahanadi, 
the Balason, and the Mechi runs a zig-zag course through Maldah district into the Padma in Bangladesh. 

FLORA & FAUNA : 

Exotic Plant : The east Himalayas present an immense variety of flora and fauna. Plants and flowers 
abound in Lloyd Botanical Gardens, Darjeeling-balmy alpine plants, geraniums, spectacular azaleas, 
rhododendrons, free forms and conifers. Orchid Houses in Darjeeling and Gangtok contain some 2000 
species of orchids. ; 

Forest : The area, specially the Dooars, is rich in wild life, offering unforgettable elephant rides through rhino 
and tiger forests at Jaldapara. The place has a large variety of deer-sambar, barking deer, spotted and hog 
deer as well as elephants, gaurs, wild boar, reptiles, birds and fishes. Chapramari Wild life Sanctuary is 
mainly noted for its heronry. 

(A) Natural Forest: The natural forests of Darjeeling district may be grouped into following broad categories 

(i) Tropical Semi-Evergreen Forest : This type of forest is restricted to foothills. All these species 
yield valuable commercial timbers. 

(ii) Tropical Moist Deciduous Forest . Most deciduous forests have Shorea robust as important 
species. 

(iii) Sub-Tropical Forest : These forests occur up to an elevation of 1,824 m. 

(iv) Eastern Himalayan Wet Temperate Forest: These forests occur from about 1,824 m and extend 
upto 3000m. 
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(v) Alpine Forest : These forests are found over 3000 m consisting mainly of mosses, lichens and 
some stunted species. 

(B) Man-made Forest : The valuable indigenous species form the main component of the plantation in the 
district. Several exotic conifers have shown great promises in the region. 

Animal : In Darjeeling at the Zoological Park one can have glimpses of high altitude wild life, like the 
Siberian tiger, Himalayan black hear and pandas, while a nearby farm is breeding snow leopards. 

IMPORTANT PLACES : 

Tiger Hill : Tiger Hill is 2590 m above sea level 
and 11 kms from town (45 min). Two kilometers 
from Darjeeling is the town of Ghoom which is 
the highest railway station in the world. It also 
has a monastery. A visit to the Tiger Hills before 
dawn is a must for all Darjeeling visitors who 
want to see sunrise over the Mt. Kanchenjungha. 

Japanese Pagoda : The Japanese peace pagoda 
depicts the various stages of the Buddha’s life. 
Another attraction is the nation's oldest 
Tiger Hill passenger ropeway which connects North Point 

to Singla Bazar. 

Batasia Loop : The Batasia loop (5 kms from 
Darjeeling) on the Darjeeling Himalayan railway is an 
engineering marvel and is another attraction even if 
someone doesn’t want to take the slow train ride. The 
Tenzing Norgay Himalayan Mountaineering Institute 
trains mountaineers. It has a small museum as well. 

Adjacent to it is the Padmaja Naidu Himalayan 
Zoological Park.-The Lloyd’s Botanical Gardens is 
another attraction. The two popular view points are 
Jawahar Parbat and the Observatory Hill which offer 
views of the Himalayan ranges. 


Padmaja Naidu Himalayan Zoological Park : 

Located adjacent to the Himalayan 
Mountaineering Institute. It is a high altitude 
wild life park and a new home for the Siberian 
Tiger, Himalayan Black Bear, Deer, Panda, 
Llama and birds. It is open from 8 am to 4 p.m. 

Dhirdham Temple : The Temple built in the 
style of Kathmandu's Pashupatinath temple 
adds to the varied religious architectural styles 
of Darjeeling. It is near the railway station.

Other Interests : The toy train coming from Siliguri is 
some thing which is liked by the elders and the children 
equally. The real fun in coming to Darjeeling is on the 
toy train. It takes six to seven hours to cover a distance 
of 82 kms and the slow speed gives you enough time 
to watch and appreciate the beauty which nature has 
provided it This train passes through the forests, 
waterfalls, over deep valleys and through the mountains 
and tunnels. The city is centered around the Mall which 
has a variety of shops, restaurants and hotels. Beautiful 


walk ways start from the Mall. Between Darjeeling and Siliguri is the small town of Kurseong which has 
several educational institutions and churches. Trekking enthusiasts can check out Sandakphu and Phalut. 


From Sandakphu one can see four of the five highest mountain peaks in the world-Everest, Makalu, Lhotse 


and Kanchanjunga.

INTRODUCTION : 

West Dinajpur district was created out of the former Dinajpur district in 1947 during partition of 
India The rest of Dinajpur district is now in Bangladesh. The West Dinajpur district was enlarged in 1956 at 
the time of reorganisation of the state with some additional areas from Bihar On 1 4.1992 the district was 
bifurcated into Uttar and Dakshin Dinajpur. Two subdivisions Ratganj and Islampur comprise this district 
There are 4 municipalities, 9 blocks, 98 grampanchayets covering 1516 mouzas 

LOCATION : 

The District lies between latitude 25" 11' N to 26'49' N and logitude 87°49' E to 90"00' E occupying 
an area of 3140 Sq Km enclosed by Bangladesh on the East, Bihar on the West, Darjeeling & Jalpaiguri 
District on the North and Malda District on the South 

ORIGIN : 

There is no local tradition regarding the origin of the name Dinajpur, and it is also rather difficult to 
advance any satisfactory theory about the origin of the name It is, however, not unreasonable to conjecture 
that the name Dinajpur is derived from the name of some local chieftain or king It is well known that Raja 
Ganesh, the Hindu chieftain of North Bengal, became the king of Gaur in the early part of the fifteenth 
century A.D He assumed the title of Danujamardana-deva, and it is not unlikely that the name Dinajpur is 
derived from that title of Raja Ganesh 

It appears from a seal discovered amidst the rums of Mahasthangarh in Bogra district, East Pakistan, 
ihot Mahasthangarh was the ancient city of Pundravardhana or Pundranagara The Maurya seal proves that 
tho tract formed a part of the Maurya empue The discovery of terra-cota figurines of the Shunga period 
and kushana gold coins at Mahasthangarh and at Bangarh indicates that Pundravardhana maintained its 
relations with the rest of India during the reigns of the Shnuga and Kushana period On the evidence of the 
copper-plate inscriptions of Kumara Gupta I and Budha-Gupta found in Damodarpur in police station 
Phulban, now in East Pakistan, and the copper-plate found in the village Baigram near Hih, it is reasonable 
to conclude that F’undi avardhana bhukti of the Gupta empire included the district of Dinajpur lire district 
continued to form part of the Pundravardhana bhukti during the reign of the Pala kings In fact, Varendri 
which was situated in Pundravardhana-bhukti, has been mentioned as the fatherland of the Palas in an 
inscription of Mahipala I The Tapandighi copper-plate inscription of I akshmanasena proves that the area 
which now composes the district of West Dinajpur, formed a part of the Sena kingdom 

The greater portion of the district of West Dinajpur formed a part of the Khalji kingdom in Bengal 
Devkot (Bangarh) was the capital till 1220 A D after which it remained a military post It is. however, 
difficult to say whether the kingdom of the Khaljis extended up to the northern boundary of the present 
district of West Dinajpur Akbar conquered Bengal in 1585 A.D During Akbar’s reign West Dinajpur probably 
formed a part of the sarkai of Taipur It appears from the Siyar-ul-mutakhann that Bengal was divided into 
ten districts, each under a faujdar Dinajpur was not one of the ten districts and it is difficult tosay the faujdar 
of which place exercised jurisdiction over it. In A D. 1600, Akbar divided the Empire into fifteen soobas, 
and made his son Selim Soobadar of Bengal The Sooba was divided into twenty-four Sarkars, and parts of 
six of these Sarkars fell within the limits of the district of Dinajpur About the time of Akbar's settlement 
there was at Dinajpur, a man, in possession of a considerable part of what are now the districts of Dinajpur 
and Malda Buchanan calls him Kasi, but, whether he is correct or not, the name is now utterly forgotten 
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His life was reputed to have been very holy and he was spoken of as a Brahmachari It appears that this 
Brahmachan left his estate to a disciple, Srimanta Datta Chaudhun, a Kayastha householder, who came 
onginallv from the cast He had a son and a daughtei, but the former died without issue and the estates fell 
to Sukdeb, the daughter’s son 

In the time of Sukdeb, 01 of his father, the family ol Khctal became extinct, and its estates were 
divided, seven-sexteenths coming to Sookdeb Roy, whose father and grandfather may have inherited the 
office of Dewan from their ancestor, and the remaining nine-sixteenths falling to another officer who founded 
the family of Bordonkootee or ldrakpoor, still in existence The lands thus added to the estate are in Sarkar 
Cihoragliat and comprise the Thanas of Nowabguni and Ghi iiaghat. and in Bogra the Thanas Khetal, Sheebgunj, 
Panchbibce, Bodolgachee, and Adamdighee and perhaps more 

Sukdeb Roy died m A D 1677 It is said that the extent of his possessions induced the Mahomedans 
to bestow upon him the title of Ra|a but the "sunad” is no longer in existence Nothing is known of his 
personal character, or of his history, he perpetuated his name by digging the tank of Sookhasagor, or the 'Sea 
of Pleasure' ” Sukdeb left three sons of whom the eldest died young, the second ruled for five years from 
1 hll- 1082 A D. and was succeeded by the youngest, Piannath, who ruled for forty years A sanad dated 
lo79 A D, granted by Prince Muhammad Azim-ud-dm in the reign of the Emperor Alamgir, is still preserved 
in the rajbari, in which the succession of some one to Sukdeb’s property is recorded Unfortunately the 
name of this successor is oblileiated The Raja ol Dinajpur was permitted to rule undisturbed over some 
three-quarters of a million of people, on condition of paying a certain portion of his revenues to the Subahdar 
of Bengal 

Prannath reigned for forty years and is credited with having made considerable additions to his ancestral 
property He appears to have been a powerful and unscrupulous prince, and the additions referred to were 
probably acquired by force of arms It is hard at this distance of time to ascertain exactly what these lands 
were, but tradition says that, besides pargana Maligaon forming the eastern half of thana Bangshihan, and a 
considerable area in Malda He absorbed some twelve small estates which were surrounded by the Raj 
property He has commemoraied his name in various parts of the district Twelve miles south of Dinaipur 
town on the Murshidahad Road is a line lank named Piansagar or Sea of Life’ which he constructed 
Twelve miles north of the town of Dinajpui, on the Parceling Road is the temple of Kantanagar, built, 
though not finished, by this prince It is picturesquely situated on the bank of the Dhepa, and is a fine 
specimen of the art of the time, being decorated all over with terra-cotta reliefs. In course of centuries this 
temple fell into considerable disrepair and was greatly damaged by the 1897 earthquake It was restored by 
the Maharaja Girijanath Roy Bahadtu Prannath's favourite country seat is said to hale been Pran nagar, on 
the load between Birganj and Thakurgaon, but the remains of the original buildings have almost disappeard 

Having no son, Prannath adopted a young relative named Ramnath, who on his succession to the gadi 
paid a succession fee of Rs 4,21,450 to the Subahdar of Bengal This prince is popularly supposed to have 
been more powerful and unscrupulous than his predecessor, and to have been in addition a warrior of 
considerable personal prowess His mail shirt and spear were preserved in the rajbari down to a late period 
He seems further to have been a persona grata with the Subahdar of Bengal who granted him three sanads, 
conferring on him additional estates in thanas Patiiam, Patnitala and Gangarampur Ramnath conquered 
and dispossessed the zammdar of Gobindanagar. near the present village of Thakurgaon, employing a 
Biahmana to steal his protecting deity or family idol Gobinda, and thus causing his downfall. The conqueror 
subsequently constructed a canal connecting Gobindanagar on the Tangan with Prannagar near the Punarbhava 
for the purpose of taking the idol backwards and forwards between the two places. This canal is still in 
existence and is called the Ramdanra Raja Ramnath died in 1760 A.D, and was succeeded by his son 
Baidyanath. 
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The district came under the control of the East India Company in 1765, the year in which the East 
India Company obtained the Diwani of Bengal The acquisition of the Diwani by the East India Company 
did notbring about any major change in the administrative machinery as they wanted to remain content with 
the surplus revenue of Bengal, after meeting their obligations to the Nawab and the Emperor Shah Alam. 
They therefore, appointed Muhammad Reza Khan as their Naib or deputy at Murshidabad A Resident was 
appointed at Murshidabad to supervise the work of Muhammad Reza Khan in regard to revenue collection 
but such supervision must have been purely nominal, as we find the Court of Directors, in 1768, laying the 
blame for short collection of the revenue of Dinajpur and some other districts on the Nawab and Muhammad 
Reza Khan. 

In 1780 A D the Raja of Dinajpur died without an heir and his widow, Rani Saraswati, adopted a 
young boy named Radhanath and on payment of a succession fee of 730 mohurs, obtained from the British 
a sanad declaring Radhanath successor to Baidyanath This sanad detailed the lands composing the estate, 
and was signed by Warren Hastings She acted as the guardian of the minor. Taking advantage of the tender 
age of the new Maharaia, the East India Company farmed out the zamindan to one Devi Singh to ensure 
collection of revenue Devi Singh by his exactions and oppressions drove the peasantry into rebellion The 
rebellion assumed such magnitude that troops had to be called in and many persons were severely punished 
oi executed befoie law and order could be re-established 

In 1792 A.D Raja Radhanath was placed in charge of the estate, a year or so after the conclusion of 
the Decennial Settlement The |ama at which the Settlement was made was fixed at Sicca Rs 1,402,086 or 
equal to 72 5 per cent of the gross produce It is therefore no wonder that the Raja could not fulfill his 
engagements In 1794 his seal was seized and was locked up in the Collectorate Treasury, and Ram Kanta 
Ray was again appointed manager The Raja appears to have been reinstated in about 1796 A D, but in 
1797 A D arrears of revenue accrued to the extent of some 70,000 rupees, and by the order of the Board of 
Revenue part of the estate was sold In the years that followed, the revenue continued to be in arrears as a 
lesult of which further sales were effected, and the condition of the estate went from bad to worse. The Raja 
struggled to save his estate by raising money on mortgages (one of the principal creditors being Ram Kanta 
Ray), and buying back parts of the estate under assumed names. His wife Ram Tripura Sundari and the old 
Rani Saraswati also purchased lands to a considerable extent By the end of 1800 A D almost the whole 
estate had been alienated, and the Ra|a was virtually a prisoner in his own house as his creditors were 
t hreatenmg to seize his person and to have him imprisoned. The estate of the Maharaja of Dinajpur practically 
disintegrated after Radhanath The ruin of this ancient family records the most significant change that 
occurred in the district of Dinaipur after the Blast India Company took over its management. 

The representatives in India of the Blast India Company probably did not think it wise to allow a powerful 
local magnate like the Maharaja of Dinajpur to possess such a vast tract of land They perhaps thought that with 
the weakening of the power and prestige of the Maharaja of Dinajpur it would become easier for them to 
strengthen their hold over the region The East India Company took vigorous measures, employing detachments 
of the Army to bring these marauders to book and finally by the beginning of the nineteenth century succeeded 
in ultimately stamping out these banditti The British rule thus brought peace to the country side. 

In 1781, the Collectors were reposted to districts In April, 1787 the boundary of the district was 
readjusted The district of Dinajpur was included in the Murshidabad Division which consisted of the 
districts of Bhagalpur and Purnea, Dinajpur, Rangpur and Rajshahi, Birbhum, and the city of Murshidabad 

In 1905 the proposal to divide Bengal was made ostensibly for administrative convenience and for 
ensuring advancement in East Bengal and Assam in the fields of education, etc. This move was strongly 
opposed by the people of the district in meetings held on the 21st July, 1905 Lai Mohan Ghosh suggested 
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that all honorary magistrates and all members ol district boards, municipal commissioners and panchayati 
should resign in a body and national mourning should be observed for twelve months during which th< 
people should not participate in any public rejoicing This meeting was presided over by the Maharaja o, 
Dinajpur. The partition was, however, proclaimed in September, 1905. The reaction m the district, to th< 
proclamation, was sharp and a number of meetings were held. Maharaja Girija Nath Roy took the leading 
part in the agitation against the partition. People were urged to boycott English goods by way of protesl 
against the partition of the country Public feelings ran so high that no reception could be accorded to tht 
visiting Lieutenant Governor A National School was opened at Dinajpur for boycotting the education 
which was then being imparted under the control of the Government Societies were formed to direct and 
control the agitation and branches of the Bratee Samiti and of the Anusilan Samiti were formed at Dinajpui 
town by 1908 

By the First World War, revolutionary movement spread in the district of Dinaipur When the struggle 
tor Swaraj began in' 1919, local Congress leadeis ot Balurghat preached the ideals of the Congress throughout 
the sub-divisions Some Primary Congress Committees were organized even in interior villages. A spirit of 
resistance was roused amongst the masses, and a non-violent peasant movement was launched against 
oppression by the zamindars in various forms A mahila samiti, a National School, an Arbitration Board for 
settlement of civil disputes, a National Sub-Registrar s Office, etc., were set up at Balurghat Although these 
attempts at setting up a parallel administration did not naturally succeed, Hindus and Muslims of the district 
jointly took part in the Khilafat movement of 1920 In 1924, Puma Chandra Das, a noted revolutionary, was 
arrested at Dinajpur 

The Swaraiya Party, in accoidance with its avowed object, succeeded in capturing the seats m the 
Balurghat and Dinajpur Local Boards In 1928, there was a hartal in Dinajpui m protest against the Simon 
Commission In 1929, the Congress candidates were elected from non-Mulummadan constituencies In 
1930, hartals and picketings were resorted to by the people of Dinajpur in protest against Gandhiji's arrest 
The Congress volunteers made non-violent attempts, which were of course unsuccessful, to re-occupy the 
local Congress office which had been besieged by the Police. The Government replied by extending the 
provisions of the Prevention of Intimidation and Unlawful Instigation Ordinance to Dinajpur. Messrs 
Balurghat Publishing and Trading Co were warned for publishing and printing objectionable matters The 
local school was deprived of its giant-tin aid due to the active participation of its teachers and students in 
the movement Suiesh Ranjan Chatteljee of Balurghat was tiled for having delivered a speech at Balurghat 
and was convicted and sentenced to one year’s simple imprisonment. t 

The secret reports of the Government for the First and second halves of September, 1930, make 
particular reference to the activities of the people of Balurghat sub-division in the civil disobedience movement. 
According to available information, a ‘no tax’ campaign appears to have been organized, and nobody came 
forward to bid at the auction sale of attached properties The secret reports mention that m October, 1930, 
it was reported that the residents of Patiraj in police station Itahar, including Santals armed with bows and 
arrows, had been included in lawless demonstrations as a result of which no chowkidan tax could be collected. 
In the reports for November, 1930, it was recorded that conditions in Dinajpur had improved except for an 
incident in Balurghat sub-division in which obstructions were ofFered to some constables while escorting 
prisoners 

Dinajpur continued to figure in the reports of the Government as a troubled district During the 
months of June and July, 1932, the Santals at Akchha in Gangarampur police station of Balurghat sub¬ 
division stopped paying rents, chowkidari taxes, etc. In the opinion of the authorities, the Santals had been 
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encouraged to defy the authority of the Government by the civil disobedience movement. According to 
available records, the Santals were led by Kashiswar Chakrabartti, a Swarajist worker of Dmajpur They 
came into clash with the Police on a number of occasions; particular mention may be made of the incident 
on the 1st July, 1932, when they resisted arrest of some of their co-villagers, the Police thereupon opened 
fire Mosi of the leaders of these Santals were arrested and convicted in specific cases 

On the 28th October, 1933, the railway station of Hill was raided by a group of young men dressed in 
military uniform. The station staff offered strong resistance, and there was an exchange of fire as a result of 
which the night guard of the railway station sustained serious injury and died in the hospital The raiders 
who belonged to the Anusilan Samiti hoisted the National Flag on the station building and decamped with 
a large amount of money Subsequently, all the young men who raided the railway station were arrested and 
brought to trial, and most of them were sentenced to undergo imprisonment for various terms including 
transportation for life 

During the 1942 Quit India movement, the people of Balurghat sub-division acted in a noteworthy 
manner On the 13th September night, about eight thousand people from the rural areas assembled atDangighat 
on the western bank ol the Atrai, and three miles from Balurghat town Under the leadership of the local 
Congress leader, Saroj Ranian Chatteriee, they formed a procession in the next morning and proceeded to 
Balurghat and besieged the town The Sub-Registrar’s Office was completely burnt down. The Civil Court 
building and the Co-operative Bank building were also burnt Telegraphic wires were cut and telegraphic 
appniaius were dismantled The Post Office, the Out-Agency Office of the B & A Railway, the Jute Inspector’s 
Office, the Agricultural Demonstrator’s Office and Godown. the Assistant Jute Inspector’s Office, the Union 
Board Office, etc , were raided, and office papers and furniture damaged Ganja and liquor shops were also 
raided The processionists were in virtual control of the town, but their control was rather short lived as the 
movement was crushed the very next day by the District Magistrate who arrived from Dinajpur with a 
stmng force. The armed police contingent under the District Magistrate opened fire tn Tapan police station 
on a mob of 200 villagers proceeding towards Telighata to prevent the export of paddy from the district 
Meetings and processions were prohibited in the whole sub-division, there were large-scale arrests, and a 
leward of one thousand rupees was declared for the arrest of Saroj Ranjan Chatteriee His house was sealed, 
and subsequently his movables were put to auction The local Congress office at Balurghat was sealed The 
Police raided many houses, and a punitive fine of seventy-five thousand rupees was imposed on the Hindu 
residents of a section of Balurghat town With the arrival of a large contingrenl of armed policemen with 
District Magistrate from Dinajpur, the movement was crushed 

TOPOGRAPHY : 

The regional topography is generally flat with a gentle southerly slope towards which the main rivers 
like Kulik, Nagar, Mahananda etc flow. The Distict forms a part of the basin lying between Rajmahal hills 
on the East. The older alluvium is estimated to be Pleistocene age Uttai Dinajpur is bestowed with a very 
fertile soil. The soil is very rich in nature due to the alluvial deposition which helps to grow Paddy, Jute, 
Mesta and Sugarcane etc 

The Uttar Dinajpur district is rather peculiar in shape The tract of land between the Mahananda in the 
north and the boundary of the Ratganj police station in the south, is between sixty and seventy miles 
(ninety-seven and one hundred thirteen km.) long, but its width rarely exceeds ten miles (sixteen km ) at any 
point This corridor is linked with the rest of the district through the Ratganj police station 

The general appearance of the country is flat, sloping gently southwards, as is shown by the trend of 
the rivers In the south and portions of the west of the district, the curious formation known as the barind,

geologically classed as old alluvium, makes its appearance The characteristic of this is an undulating country 
interspersed wtth ravines The elevations are nowhere worthy of the name of hills, the highest ndge not 
exceeding one hundred feet (about thirty metres) but they make nevertheless a considerable alteration in the 
appearance of the country, which elsewhere consists of the flat alluvial plain, characteristic of the Gangetic 
delta The ravines vary from shallow stretches of low land, suitable for growing rice, to deeper depressions 
beanng a resemblance to old riverbeds and sometimes containing water These latter are locally called 
khans The ridges are commonly covered with scrub jungle and stunted trees. 

Another marked feature of the district are the tanks, especially numerous in the south These vary in 
size from splendid stretches of water, which might justly be called lakes or meres, to small and insignificant 
ponds. There is also a number of marshes or bils, formed by the overflowing of the rivers 

In the absence of hills it is hard to trace the natural divisions, but there arc many points of difference 
between the north and the south of the district There is a small patch of jungle in police station Goalpokhar 
on the two sides of the national highway, and another in police station Chopra, but in the rest of the district 
forest or jungle is scarce Although a number of rivers tiaverses the district, these do not act as boundaries of 
any natural divisions 

CLIMATE: 

The Climate of this district is characterised by hot-Summer with high Humidity.abundant Rainfall 
and Cold Winter The Summer begins from April Monsoon starts from June and lasts still September 
December and January are the coldest months Temperature Maximum 42° C and Minimum 6°C 

WATER RESOURCES : 

The Mahananda : The river Mahananda forms the northern boundary of the district for a few miles along 
its course The Mahananda rises within the district of Darjeeling where it is known by the name of Mahanadi 
Al the point where it foims the boundary of the district of West Dmajpur it flows in a south-westerly 
direction 

The Nagar : The Nagai takes its use tov\aids the noith in Bangladesh enters the district at the tri-junction 
point where the police stations of Raigani and Karandiglu in West Dinajpur meet Bangladesh territory. 

The Sui : The Sui is a branch of the principal river Nagar winch proceeds from west,to east The Nagar joins 
the Mahananda in police station lialui Befoie n meets the Mahananda, a side branch channel shoots off 
and is known as the river Sui This river, follow ing a meandering course through the district of West Dinajpur, 
loins the Mahananda al about eighteen miles (about twenty-nine km) down-stream from its point of origin 
I'he width ol the bed ol this rivei is about eighty to one hundred feet (about twcnty-foui to thirty metres) 
and variations in the water level between dry and rainy seasons arc between 0 to lb ft (0 to 5m) 

The Gamari: I'he Gamari originates from Randhanipara bil areas in police station Kaliagani and flowing on 
a meandering course foi about sixteen miles (about twenty-six km ) more oi less in the southern direction, 
meets the river Sui neai Baiotin police station in Itahar 

The Chhiiamati : The Chhiranuti, called the Shrimati in the lower reaches, gets its wateis from some 
muishes in the south-western part of police station Kaltaganj There are two principal branches which join 
logclhei at the lM-|unclion point of the police stations of Kushmandi, ltahai and Kaliaganj, aftet which the 
combined stream Hows along the boundaiy of the Itahar and Kushmandi police stations 
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The Tangan : The I angan rises in that part of the Jalpaigun distnct which now forms part of Bangladesh and 
enters the district of West Dinajpur at the tn-junction point of the police stations of Pirganj and Bochaganj in 
Bangladesh and Kaliaganj police station It passes through the police stations of Kaliagani, Kushmandi and 
Bangshihari, and then enters the district of Malda 

FLORA & FAUNA : 

flic area in this disliict under Finest is 1483 75 Acres The finest type is mainly northern tropical 
mostly mixed deciduous forests The distribution of forests is very erratic and mostly spread in small pockets 
1'here are some pockets of natural forests of 282 11 acre and comprises of coppice sal except a small patch 
in Raiabhum mouza in Chopra block which appears to be of seed/seedlings origins 

The most common species found within the foicsts area are Sissoo (Palbcrgia sissoo), Simul (Bombcx 
Ceiba) Sins (Albizzia lehbeck) Akashmoni (Acacia aunculiformis), Khair (Acacia catechu), Lali (Amoora 
vvallichn), Kadam (Anthocephalus kadamba), Mingiri (Cassia siamea), Eucalyptus Spp , Sidha (Lagerstroemia 
peivifloia), Jarul (l.ageistroemia speciosa), Sal (Shorea robusta), Sheora(Strebulus asper), Arjun (Termmalia 
ariuna) etc Teak (Tectona grandis) is also available sporadically in some patches The forests in this district 
are mainly plantation Sal is mainly of coppice origin The total forest area is hardly 0 19 percent of the total

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DAKSHIN DINAJPUR DISTRICT PROFILE 


INTRODUCTION : 

The erstwhile Dinajpur district at the time of partition of India was split up into West Dinajpur and 
East Dinajpur. The East Dinajpur district later came to be called Dinajpur and became part of East Pakistan 
i.e, present Bangladesh. The West Dinajpur district was enlarged in 1956 with some added areas from Bihar. 
In April'1992 the district was bifurcated into Uttar and Dakshin Dinajpur. 

LOCATION : 

The district lies between 26° 35' 15" and 25 u 10’55” north latitudes and between 89" 0'30” and 87° 
48'37" east longitudes in the Jaipaiguri Division of West Bengal. 

ORIGIN : 

There is no local tradition regarding the origin of the name Dinajpur, and it is also rather difficult to 
advance any satisfactory theory about the origin of the name It is, however, not unreasonable to conjecture 
that the name Dinajpur is derived from the name of some local chieftain or king It is well known that Raja 
Ganesh, the Hindu chieftain of North Bengal, became the king of Gaur in the early part of the fifteenth 
century A D He assumed the title of Danujamardana-deva, and it is not unlikely that the name Dinajpur is 
derived from that title of Raja Ganesh 

It appears from a seal discovered amidst the rums of Mahasthangarh in Bogra district, East Pakistan, 
that Mahasthangarh was the ancient city of Pundravardhana or Pundranagara The Maurya seal proves that 
this tract formed a part of the Maurya empire The discoverv of terra-cota figurines of the shunga period 
and Kushana gold coins at Mahasthangarh and at Bangarh indicates that Pundravardhana maintained its 
relations with the rest of India during the reigns of the Shnuga and Kushana period On the evidence of the 
coppci-plate inscriptions of Kumaragupta I and Budhagupta found in Damodarpurin police station Phulbari, 
now in East Pakistan, and the copper-plate found in the village Baigram near Hill, it is reasonable to conclude 
that Pundravardhana bhukti of the Gupta empire included the district of Dinajpur The district continued to 
form part of the Pundravardhana bhukti during the reign of the Pala kings In fact, Varendn which was 
situated in Pundravardhana-bhukti, has been mentioned as the fatherland of the Palas in an inscription of 
Mahipala !. The Tapandighi copper-plate inscription of Lakshmanasena proves that the area which now 
comprises the district of West Dinajpur, formed a part of the Sena kingdom 

The greater portion of the district of West Dinajpur formed a part of the Khalji kingdom in Bengal 
Devkot (Bangarh) was the capital till 1220 A D. after which it remained a military post It is, however, 
difficult to say wheter the kingdom of the Khalgs extended up to the northern boundary of the present 
district of WestDinaipur Akbar conquered Bengal in 1585 A D During Akbar's reign West Dinajpur probably 
formed a part of the Sarkar of Taipur It appears from the Siyar-ul-mutakhann that Bengal was divided into 
ten districts, each under a Faujdar. Dinajpur was not one of the ten districts and it is difficult tosay the 
Faujdar of which place exercised jurisdiction over it In A.D 1600, Akbar divided the Empire into fifteen 
Suobas, and made his son Selim Soobadar of Bengal The Sooba was divided into twenty-four Sarkars, and 
parts of six of these Sarkars fall within the limits of the district of Dinajpur About the time of Akbar’s 
settlement there was at Dinajpui, a man, in possession of a considerable part of what are now the districts of 
Dinajpur and Maldah Buchanan calls him Kasi, but, whether he is correct or not, the name is now utterly 
forgotten 

His life was reputed to have been very holy and he was spoken of as a Brahmachari. It appears that this 
Brahmachan left his estate to a disciple, Srimanta Datta Chaudhuri, a Kayastha householder, who came 
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originally from the east He had a son and a daughter, but the former died without issue and the estates fell 
to Sukdeb, the daughter’s son 

In the time of Sookdeb, or of his father, the family of Khetal became extinct, and its estates were 
divided, seven-sexteenths coming to Sookdeb Roy, whose father and grandfather may have inherited the 
office of Dewan from their ancestor, and the remaining nine-sixteenths falling to another officer who founded 
the family of Bordonkootee or Idrakpoor, still in existence The lands thus added to the estate are in Sarkar 
Ghoraghat and comprise the Thanas of Nowabgunj and Ghoraghat, and m Bogra the Thanas Khetal, Sheebgunj, 
Panchbibee, Bodolgachee, and Adamdighee and perhaps moie 

Sookdeb Roy died A D 1677 It is said that the extent of his possessions induced the Mahomedans to 
bestow upon him the title of Raja but the "sanad” is no longer in existence Nothing is known of his 
personal character, or of his history, he perpetuated his name by digging the tank of Sookhasagor, or the ‘Sea 
of Pleasure' ” Sukdeb left three sons of whom the eldest died young, the second ruled for five years from 
1677-1682 A D, and was succeeded by the youngest, Prannath, who ruled for forty years. A sanad dated 
1679 A.D , granted by Prince Muhammad Azim-ud-din in the reign of the Emperor Alamgir, is still preserved 
in the rajbari, in which the succession of some one to Sukdeb's property is recorded Unfortunately the 
name of this successor is obliterated The Raja of Dinajpur was permitted to rule undisturbed over some 
three-quarters of a million of people, on condition of paying a certain portion of his revenues to the Subahdar 
of Bengal 

Prannath reigned for forty years and is credited with having made considerable additions to his ancestral 
property Jlc appears to have been a powerful and unscrupulous prince, and the additions referred to were 
probably acquired by force of arms It is hard at this distance of time to ascertain exactly what these lands 
were, but tradition says that, besides pargana Maligaon forming the eastern half of thana Bangshihari, and a 
considerable area in Malda, he absorbed some twelve small estates which were surrounded by the Raj 
property He has commemorated his name in various parts of the district Twelve miles south of Dinajpur 
town on the Murshidabud Road is a fine tank named Pransagar or ‘Sea of Life’ which he constructed 
Twelve miles north of the town of Dinajpur, on the Darjeeling Road is the temple of Kantanagar, built, 
though not finished, by this prince It is picturesquely situated on the bank of the Dhepa, and is a fine 
specimen of the art of the time, being decorated all over with terra-cotta reliefs In the course of centuries 
this temple fell into considerable disrepair and was greatly damaged by the 1897 earthquake It was restored 
by the Maharaja Gmianath Roy Bahadur Prannath’s favourite country seat is said to have been Pran nagar, 

on the road between Birganj and Thakurgaon, but the remains of the original buildings have almost disappeard.

Having no son, Prannath adopted a young relative named Ramnath, who on his succession to the gadi 
paid a succession fee of Rs 4,21,450 to the Subahdar of Bengal This prince is popularly supposed to have 
been more powerful and unscrupulous than his predecessor, and to have been in addition a warrior of 
considerable personal prowess His mail shirt and spear were preserved in the rajbari down to a late period 
He seems further to have been a persona grata with the Subahdar of Bengal who granted him three sanads, 
conferring on him additional estaies in thanas Patiram, Patmtala and Gangarampur Raamnath conquered 
and dispossessed the zamindar ot Gobmdanagar, near the present village of Thakurgaon, employing a 
Brahmana to steal his protecting deity or family idol Gobinda, and thus causing his downfall. The conqueror 
subsequently constructed a canal connecting Gobmdanagar on the Tangan with Prannagar near the Punaibhava 
for the purpose of taking the idol backwards and forwards between the two places This canal is still in 
existence and is called the Ramdanra Raja Ramnath died in 1760 A.D, and was succeeded by his son 
Baidyanath 

The district came under the control of the East India Company m 1765, the year in which the East 
India Company obtained the Diwam of Bengal. The acquisition of the Diwani by the East India Company 
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did not bring about any major change in the administrative machinery as they wanted to remain content 
with the surplus revenue of Bengal, after meeting their obligations to the Nawab and the Emperor Shah 
Alam T hey therefore, appointed Muhammad Reza Khan as their Naib or Deputy at Murshidabad A Resident 
was appointed at Murshidabad to supervise the work of Muhammad Reza Khan in regard to revenue collection 
but such supervision must have been purely nominal, as we find the Coun of Directors, in 1768, laying the 
blame for short collection of the revenue of Dinajpur and some other districts on the Nawab and Muhammad 
Reza Khan 

In 1780 A D the Raia of Dinajpur died without an heir and his widow, Rani Saraswati, adopted a 
young boy named Radhanath and acted as the guardian of the minor Taking advantage of the tendei age of 
the new Maharaja, the.F.ast India Company farmed out the zamindari to one Devi Singh to ensure collection 
of revenue. Devi Singh by his exactions and oppressions drove the peasantry into rebellion The rebellion 
assumed such magnitude that troops had to be called in and many persons were severely punished or executed 
before law and order could be re-established 

In 1780 A D , Raia Baidyanath died without an heir, and his widow Ram Saraswati adopted a young 
boy named Radhanath, and on payment of a succession fee of 730 mohurs, obtained from the British a 
sanad declaring Radhanath successor to Baidyanath This sanad detailed the lands composing the estate, and 
was signed by Wairen Hastings 

In 1792 A D. Raja Radhanath was placed in charge of the estate, a year or so after the conclusion of 
the Decennial Settlement The jama at which the Settlement was made was fixed at Sicca Rs 1,402,086 or 
equal to 72.5 per cent of the gross produce It is therefore no wonder that the Raja could not fulfill his 
engagements. In 1794 his seal was seized and was locked up in the Collectorate Treasury, and Ram Kanta 
Ray was again appointed Manager The Raja appears to have been reinstated in about 1796 AD, but in 
1797 A D arrears of revenue accrued to the extent of some 70,000 rupees, and by the order of the Board of 
Re 'cnue part of the estate was sold In the years that followed, the revenue continued to be in arrears as a 
lesul; of which further sales were effected, and the condition of the estate went from bad to worse The Raja 
struggled to save his estate by raising money on mortgages (one of the principal creditors being Ram Kanta 
Ray), and buying back parts of the estate under assumed names His wife Ram Tripura Sundari and the old 
Ram Saiaswati also purchased lands to a considerable extent By the end of 1800 A D almost the whole 
estate had been alienated, and the Raja was virtually a prisoner m his own house as his creditors were 
threatening to seize his person and to have him imprisoned The estate of the Maharaja of Dinajpui practically 
disintegrated after Radhanath. The ruin of this ancient family records the most significant change that 
occurred in the district of Dinajpur after the East India Company took over its management 

The representatives in India of the East India Company probably did not think it wise to allow a powerful 
local magnate like the Maharaja of Dinajpur to possess such a vast tract of land They perhaps thought that with 
the weakening of the powei and prestige of the Maharaja of Dinajpur it would become easier for them to 
strengthen their hold over the region The East India Company took vigorous measures, employing detachments 
of the Army to bring these marauders to book and finally by the beginning of the nineteenth century succeeded 
ri ultimately stamping out these banditti The British rule thus brought peace to the country side 

In 1781, the Collectors were reposted to districts In April, 1787 the boundary of the district was 
readjusted. The district of Dinajpur was included m the Murshidabad Division which consisted of the 
districts of Bhagalpur and Purnea, Dinajpur, Rangpur and Rajshahi, Birbhum, and the city of Murshidabad 

In 1905 the proposal to divide Bengal was made ostensibly for administrative convenience and for 
ensuring advancement in East Bengal and Assam in the fields of education, etc. This move was strongly 
opposed by the people of the district in meetings held on the 21st July, 1905 Lai Mohan Ghosh suggested 
that all honorary magistrates and all members of district boards, municipal commissioners and panchayats 
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should resign in a body and national mourning should be observed for twelve months during which the 
people should not participate in any public rejoicing This meeting was presided over by the Maharaja of 
Dinajpur The partition was, however, proclaimed in September, 1905 The reaction in the district, to the 
proclamation, was sharp and a number of meetings were held Maharaja Girija Nath Roy took the leading 
part in the agitation against the partition People were urged to boycott English goods by way of protest 
against the partition of the country Public feelings ran so high that no reception could be accorded to the 
visiting Lieutenant Governor A National School was opened at Dinajpur for boycotting the education 
which was then being imparted under the control of the Government Societies were formed to direct and 
control the agitation and branches ol the Bratee Samiti and of the Anusilan Samiti were formed at Dinajpur 
town by 1908 

By the First World War, revolutionary movement spread in the district of Dinajpur. When the struggle 
for swaraj began in 1919, local Congress leaden, of Balurghat preached the ideals of the Congress throughout 
the sub-divisions Some Primary Congress Committees were organized even in interior villages A spirit of 
resistance was roused amongst the masses, and a non-violent peasant movement was launched against 
oppression by the zamindars in various forms A mahtla samiti, a National School, an Arbitration Board for 
settlement of civil disputes, a National Sub-Registrar’s Office, etc , were set up at Balurghat Although these 
attempts at setting up a parallel administration did not naturally succeed, Hindus and Muslims of the district 
lointly took part in the Khilafat movement of 1920 In 1924, Puma Chandra Das, a noted revolutionary, was 
arrested at Dinajpur 

The Swarajya Party, in accordance with its avowed object, succeeded in captunng the seats in Balurghat 
and Dinajpur Local Boards In 1928, there was a hartal in Dinajpur in protest against the Simon Commission 
In 1929, the Congress candidates were elected from non-Mohammedan constituencies In 1930, hartals and 
picketings were resorted to by the people of Dinajpur in protest against Gandhiji’s arrest The Congress 
volunteers made non-violent attempts, which were of course unsuccessful, to re-occupy the local Congress 
office which had been besieged by the Police The Government replied by extending the provisions of the 
Prevention of Intimidation and Unlawful Instigation Ordinance to Dinajpur Messrs Balurghat Publishing 
and Trading Co. were warned for publishing and printing objectionable matters The local school was depnved 
of its grant-tm-aid due to the active participation of its teachers and students in the movement Suresh 
Ranjan Chatterjee of Balurghat was tried for having delivered a speech at Balurghat and was convicted and 
sentenced to one year’s simple imprisonment 

The secret reports of the Government for the first and second halves of September, 1930, make 
particularreference to the activities ol the people of Balurghat sub-division m the civil disobedience movement 
According to available information, a ‘no tax’ campaign appears to have been organized^ and nobody came 
forward to bid at the auction sale of attached properties. The secret reports mention that in October, 1930, 
it was reported that the residents of Patiraj in police station Itahar, including Santals armed with bows and 
anows, had been indulging in lawless demonstrations as a result of which no chowkidari tax could be collected. 
In the reports for November, 1930, it was recorded that conditions in Dinajpur had improved except for an 
incident in Balurghat sub-division in which obstructions were offered to some constables while escorting 
prisoners 

Dinajpur continued to figure in the reports of the Government as a troubled district. During the 
months of June and July, 1932, the Santals at Akchha in Gangarampur police station of Balurghat sub¬ 
division stopped paying rents, chowkidari taxes, etc In the opinion of the authorities, the Santals had been 
encouraged to defy the authority of the Government by the civil disobedience movement, according to 
available records, the Santals were led by Kashiswar Chakrabartti, a SwafSjist worker of Dinajpur. They 
came into clash with the Police on a number of occasions; particular mention may be made of the incident 
on the 1st July, 1932, when they resisted arrest of some of their co-villagers; the Police thereupon opened 
fire. Most of the leaders of these Santals were arrested and convicted in specific cases. 
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On the 28th October, 1933, the railway station of Hill was raided by a group of young men dressed in 
military uniform. The station staff offered strong resistance, and there was an exchange of fire as a result of 
which the night guard of the railway station sustained serious injury and died in the hospital. The raiders 
who belonged to the Anusilan Samiti hoisted the National Flag on the station building and decamped with 
a large amount of money. Subsequently, all the young men who raided the railway station were arrested and 
brought to trial, and most of them were sentenced to undergo imprisonment for various terms including 
transportation for life 

During the 1942 Quit India movement, the people of Balurghat sub-division acted in a noteworthy 
manner On the 13th September nighL, about eight thousand people from the rural areas assembled at Dangighat 
on the western bank of the Atrai, and three miles from Balurghat town Under the leadership of the local 
Congress leader, Saroj Ran]an Chatterjee, they formed a procession m the next morning and proceeded to 
Balurghat and besieged the town The Sub-Rcgistiar's Office was completely buint down The Civil Court 
building and the Co-operative Bank building were also burnt Telegraphic wires were cut and telegraphic 
apparatus were dismantled The Post Office, the Out-Agency Office of the B & A Railway, the Jute Inspector's 
Office, the Agricultural Demonstiator’s Office and Godown, the Assistant Jute Inspector's Office, the Union 
Board Office, etc , were raided, and office papers and furniture damaged Ganja and liquor shops were also 
laided The processionists were in virtual control of the town, but their control was rather short lived as the 
movement was crushed the very next day by the District Magistrate who arrived from Dinajpur with a 
strong force The armed police contingent under the District Magistrate opened fire in Tapan police station 
on a mob of 200 villagers proceeding towards Telighata to prevent the export of paddy horn the district 
Meetings and processions were prohibited in the whole sub-division, there were large-scale arrests, and a 
reward of one thousand rupees was declared for the arrest of Saroj Ranjan Chatterjee His house was sealed, 
and subsequently his movables were put to auction The local Congress office at Balurghat was sealed The 
Police raided many houses, and a punitive fine of seventy-five thousand rupees was imposed on the Hindu 
residents of a section of Balurghat town with the arrival of a large contingrent of armed policemen with 
District Magistrate fmm Dmajpui. the movement w'as crushed 

TOPOGRAPHY : 

The district is drained by a number of North-South flowing rivers like Atreyee, Punarbhaba, Tangon 
and Brahmani It is predominantly an agricultuiai district with large area of land being under cultivation. 

Geology 

Geologically Dakshin Dinajpur district is a rather featureless plain consisting entirely of alluvium The area 
forms part of the great barind oi pleistocene (older) alluvium, which is the largest of the alluvial units of the 
Bengal basin At the surface, this older alluvium is covered by the floodplains of the Tangan, Punarbhava, 
Atreyee and Yamuna nvers which flow in a southerly direction across the district Some of these nvers with 
headwaters in the Himalayan foothills, have deposited a broad piedmont alluvial plain which overlap the barind 
on the north Where these rivers How over the barind they have generally developed entrenched meanders 

The soil of the district consists of as ash-coloured clayey silt, locally called khiar This, a soft sticky 
loam in the rainy season, hardens almost to the consistency of cement in the dry weather, when it is unsuitable 
for growth of vegetation In the northern half of the district and on the banks of some of the principal nvers 
in the south, the soil consists of a sandy loam mixed, towards the north, with gravel This goes by the local 
name of pali.

Dakshin Dinajpui is not a mineral rich district No major mineral is available in the district. The minor 
minerals that are available is river sand and brick earth/clay 


CLIMATE: 

Temperature Maximum 37" C, Minimum 9" C Total rainfall of the area is 1607mm 

WATER RESOURCES : 

Dakshin Dinajpur district is criss-crossed by a number of nvers and streams. There are four mam 
rivers, viz Atrayee, Punarbhaba, Yamuna & Tangon All these rivers flow from north to south and all of 
them originate from Bangladesh Besides, there are three small rivers i e Ichhamati, Bramhani & Tulai flow 
through this district There are a number of streams and canals originating from big small rivers and merging 
with otheis. All these rivers and streams are perennial in nature and do not dry up even during the dry 
seasons 

Tangan : The Tangan rises in that part of the Jalpaiguri district which now forms part of Bangladesh and 
enters the district of West Dinajpur at the tn-junction point of the police stations of Pirganj and Bochaganj 
in Bangladesh and Kaliagani police station It passes through the police stations of Kaliaganj, Kushmandi 
and Bangshihan, and then enters the district of Malda Tangan merges with Punarbhaba river at Tapan 
Block at this district and then converges with river Mahananda in Malda district 

Punarbhava : The Punarbhava (corrupt form of the original name, Apunarbhava meaning that a bather in it 
has not to suffer the ordeal of re-birth) enters the district across the northern boundary of the police station 
of Gangarampur and Tapan, and then enters Bangaladesh. 

Atreyee : The Atreyee or Atrai enters the district on the north m Kumarganj police station. It flows right 
across Kumarjanj and Balurghat police stations Both Kumarganj and Balurghat are situated on the bank of 
the Atrai 

Prior to 1785, the rivers Atreyee and Punarbhava were connected with the river Tista Sometime 
between 1785 and 1787 a bar formed about four miles (about six km) above the place called Kantaman or 
Katamari and ten miles (sixteen km) below Jalpagun town, blocking the junction of the nvers Atrai and 
Punarbhava with the Tista As a result, the Tista which used to flow to the Ganges along the channels of the 
Punarbhava, the Atrai and the Karatoya, changed its course and flowing through the distnet of Rangpur, 
joined the Brahmaputra The district of Rangpur suffered severely from inundation. 

The feasibility of removing the bar and, by closing up the mouth of the new channel, to make the 
Tista flow along its old course was exammed by the Government, and in 1789 the Governor-General, Lord 
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Cornwallis, sanctioned an estimate of more than two lakhs of rupees (sicca rupees) for carrying out the 
project, but the project was apparently abandoned after some time probably because it was found to be 
impracticable It is difficult to realize the important roles which the rivers Punarbhaba and Atrai used to play 
in the economy of the district as important means of communication as they are almost nonexistent now, 

Yamuna : The river Yamuna enters the district from the north at the eastern extremity of the Hili police 
station, and, after flowing past the town of Hili, leaves the district and enters Bangladesh. 

The number of tanks in the district is considerable, there being a tank or two in every village. There are 
also tanks by the road side. These tanks provide water for bathing, for pisciculture and also for irrigation. The 
more important tanks from the point of view of size are the Mahipaldighi, the Kaldighi, the Dhaldighi, the 
Pransagar and the Tapandighi. The last named tank is the biggest and is situated in the police station of 
Tapan It is a very old tank but with the lapse of time a large part of it is silted up. 

A few big tanks in this district are considerable, viz Tapan Dighi in Tapan Block, Kalidighi, Dhaldighi 
and Pransagar in Gangarampur Block, Mahipal Dighi in Kushmandi Block and Malian Dighi & Alta Dighi 
in Garirampur Block 

FLORA & FAUNA : 

The trees usually found in the district are the mango, jam, banana, simul and palas. The most abundout 
vegetation is bamboo, clamps of which still can be seen. The trees found in the natural forests are usually 
Sal of a stunted variety, Hijal, Sisu, Simul Teak can be found in Khadimpur in Balurghat police station The 
quality of timber is said to be better than the teak produced in Madhya Pradesh The district has only 8 11 
sq. km of recorded forest in 41 patches which is less than 1% of the total geographical area of the district. 

Due to widespread human habitation there is hardly any wild animal worth mentioning in the district. 
Earlier there used to be some leopards However jackals and mongooses are still found 

IMPORTANT PLACES : 

Hili Block : Hili, a bordering block headquartei, was a bustling town before partition The major part of the 
town is now in Bangladesh This is very famous foi the international Indo-Bangladesh Border Checkpost 
Hili is already the second largest land custom station/land port in the State 

Sarongbari is a small forest and a very attractive picnic spot.

Balurghat Block : Balurghat is the district Headquarters Dakshm Dinajpur district Balurghat town played 
an important role in the August Movement in the year 1942 against the British and occupies a place of pride 
in the history of freedom movement of India There are two small forests one of Raghunathpur and another 
called Dogachhi forest around Balurghat By the side of the Dogachhi forest, there is a zigzag canal with 
boating facility which is a major attraction for the people visiting this place 

The college museum of Balurghat, though a small one, is worth seeing having antique collections 
including coins, inscriptions, sculptures, terracotta, ornamental stones, etc. of ancient ages which are preserved 
here Two inscriptions have been deciphered by Prof A K Goswami which has thrown new light on the 
religious belief of the Pala period. 

Khanpur : It is situated on the Patiram-Trimohmi road about 18 Kms away (North-East) from Balurghat 
town This place is very famous for the TEBHAGA Movement History tells us that in the year 1946, the 
share croppers of this area raised a movement for establishing their V« share of the crops.

To combat this movement the British Foice along with local Zamindars started various oppressive 
measures including plunder, rape, setting fire, etc In the face of such oppression, the movement instead of 
subsiding, further flared up The local cultivators also lent their whole-hearted support to the movement On 
20 February, 1947, a large contingent of Police force went to Khanpur to arrest the leaders of the Tebhaga 
Movement Under the leadership of Chiarshai Sekh, the people disconnected the road. The Police arrested 
Smt .Jasoda Rajbanshi, W/o Nilkantha Rajbanshi (Party Secretary), Sri Gopeshwar Das Mohanta, Sn Ghutui 
Kolkamar, Sri Gajimuddin and Sn Sashi Barman. 

However, the share croppers under the leadership of Chiarshai Sekh succeeded to snatch away those 
arrested cultivators from the police jeep and damaged the vehicle. The Police then opened fire As per report 
police fired about 121 rounds upon the public As a result 21 (twenty one) cultivators died on the spot 
Among these victims were people belonging to the Hindus, Muslims and the Scheduled Tribes There is a 
small memorial in the spot inscribing the names of the patriotic souls 

Patiram Thakur Estate : On the Balurghat-Malda state highway, the Patiram Thakur Estate can be seen by 
the side of the river Atreyee Old buildings of this estate are still there bearing the memory of the Tagore 
family 

Bolla Kali Temple : On the Balurghat- Malda Highway in the village Bolla is situated a famous Kali temple 
named after “Bolla Ma Kali’ Kali Puja is being observed here on every Friday following the Rash Purnima. 
Thousands of devotees throng the place to offer prayers and puja from different parts of the district 

Tapan Block : 'I he big lake of Tapan namely Tapan Dighi is situated in the village Tapan Behind the 
naming of this lake there is a myth that king Laxman Sen dug this lake with a view to offering Tarpana for 
his ancestors 

On the northern bank of this lake, one dilapidated mound dating back to the period of Buddha can be 
seen The real truth can be unearthed only if excavation work is taken up Another important site in this area 
is the village Manohuli One can see large number of icons still remaining scattered in this area 

Bangarh : Historically piobably the most important of all places in the entire district, Bangarh boasts of the 
largest share of archaeological ruins and icons to be found in Dakshin Dinajpur Bangarh was the capital of 
Koti Barsh.i district During the Gupta period, the whole of North Bengal was known as Pundra Vardhana 
Bhukti (Ptadesh) It was again sub-divided into number of Vishayas (District). Koti Barsha was one of the 
districts Its old name was Debkot/Debikot In a radius of 8 Km of this area, different ancient archaelogical 
remnants have been found 

Under the leadership of Prof Kunja Gobinda Goswami the excavation work was done between 1938- 
1941 After excavation, so many historical objects and archeological ruins have been found beginning from 
Mauryan era to Muslim period 

Some of the notable objects found on excavations arc : Manuscript of king Naipala of IP" century - now 
it is kept in the college Museum of Balurghat StaTue of sentry (DARPAL) - it is stated that this statue is 
kept m Baluighat Police line Four big pillars of Gianite stones - it can be found in the village Shibbati, i e 
near the excavation spot In the opinion of historians, these were the Pillars of Lord Vishnu Temple Walls 
tif buildings - it can be found in situ at Bangarh Statues & Pillars - many statues, pillars and variety of small 
objects aie kept in the Shibbati Missionary School On the western side of Bangarh on the bank of river 
Punarbhaba, we can see the grave of Turkish warrior Bakhtiar Khilji

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MALDA DISTRICT PROFILE 


INTRODUCTION : 

Malda, a district of West Bengal, is famous for its long historical backgrounds and production of 
Mango and Silk. The folk culture ‘GAMBHIRA’ is a unique way of representation of daily life’s joy and 
sorrow of the common people It also represents some national and international matter in a unique way. 

LOCATION : 

Lat/Long : The district of Malda, lies between 24°30’ and 25°32’30” north latitude and 87°48’ and 8833’30” 
east longitude and it extends over 1,899 square miles 

ORIGIN : 

The district was formed of outlying portions of the Pumea and Dinajpur districts in 1813, though it did not 
formally become an independent administrative unit till 1859 It takes its name from the town of Malda, which 
is situated on the left bank of the Mahananda river 

A story is current of an old woman buying up the entire stock of mercury of a merchant who had 
come to the place to trade and who had been unable to dispose of his goods Her wealth (mal) was such that 
she was able to devote all her purchase to cleaning one tank only, called the Parapukur (mercury tank) even 
to this day, and thus to give the place the name of Malda or the place of wealth. 

Another fanciful derivation is from Maladah, a string of deep pools, a feature of the town being the 
deep depressions left by old water courses The district of Malda contains within its limits the sites of 
Pandua and Gaur, the capital cities of Bengal throughout mediaeval times The two towns are almost 
equidistant north and south from English Bazar and on opposite sides of the Mahananda, Gaur being on the 
western and Pandua on the eastern They contain some of the most interesting remains now to be found in 
Bengal. The early history of both these cities, as of the kingdoms of which they formed part, is very obscure 
It is still uncertain which of them is the older If, however, the claims of Pandua to identity with Paundranagar 
be admitted, Pandua is the older town, epitomizing as a ruling city the Bengal of early history when the 
foreign influences with which it was m contact were from the east and north Similarly Gaur stands for 
Aryan and Buddhistic rule, followed in the later times by the Brahmin ism of the early Middle Ages. Later 
both cities were for five centuries, the centres of Mahomedan rule in the province 

Pandua : The really authenticated history of Pandua as Pundravardhana as it was earlier known begins in 
Muslim times with the removal of the capital there from Gaur by Shamsuddin Ilyas Shah about the year 
1353 A D Hunter in the Statistical Account takes accordingly the view that Pandua is a later city than Gaur, 
merely a military outpost of the Muslim kings of Gaur, which with the fort of Ekdala, 20 miles further 
north, protected Gaur from the tribes of the north-east and gave a safe asylum against attacks from the west, 
and that it was constructed with material from Gaur It is accordingly argued that m reality Pandua is the 
t’aundranagar of antiquity and of the traveller Hiuen Tsang and Mohamedan builders merely quarried the 
s.te of the older city for material. General considerations adduced in support of this view are that the 
number of tanks existing made in pre-Mohamedan times, as their longer sides running from north to south 
at least, show that this particular tract of country must have been well populated and flourishing. 

Gain : Gaur or Gauda does not appear at any time to have been the name of any considerable tract of 
country in Bengal. The origin of the name is obscure. Cunningham in the Archaeological Reports connects 
the word with gur (molasses) and thinks it probable that the city of Gaur was originally a great sugar mart. 
It is not till the time of the Pala kings of Bengal that the history of Gaur in Bengal as a place becomes

clearer. The Pala kings apparently established themselves originally in Bihar, and later founded the city of 
Gaur on the south of the Kalindi and some miles to the north of the existing site 

Pala Dynasty : The Pala kings, whose dynasty begins at the end of the 8 ,h century of the Christian era, were 
originally Buddhists, though the latter members of the family became Hindus under Brahminicial influences. 
Most of the stone-work bearing traces of Buddhistic art to be found in the ruins of the district belong to 
their rule The little that is known of the history of the period is mainly derived from inscriptions on copper 
and stone of which a number has been found in recent years in the modern district of Malda and its 
neighbourhood Many of these inscriptions refer to grants of land, and from them it is possible to reconstruct 
roughly the succession of Pala Kings Among tablets found in the district may be mentioned that of 
Dharmapala of date about 800 A D and which was discovered at Khalimpur near Gaur in 1893 Other 
important kings of the dynasty were Narayan Pala (900-925 A.D)and Mahipala (980-1035 A.D.). It was the 
reign of Mahipala, about 1030A D, that a famous gathering of Buddhistic monks attended by envoys from 
Tibet took place 

Sen Dynasty: The Pala dynasty was supplanted, after reigning for 300 years, by the Sen Rajas at the beginning 
of the 11"' century The first member of the Sen line of kings, Samanta Sen is vaguely described as Brahman 
Khatriya by caste His greatgrandson, Ballal Sen, the most famous Hindu King of Bengal, was reigning in 
Gaur in 1169 as ruler of Bengal and Mithila Of public works dating fiom the reign of Ballal there still 
remain the Sagardighi tank and the ramparts of Gaur near Sadullapur 

I akshman Sen, the son of Ballal, gave his name in the form of Lakhnauti or Lakshmanavali to the 
northern suburbs ol Gaur The site of his place is pointed out near English Bazar on the Rajmahal road He 
was the last of the 1 Iindu kings of Gaur, for in 1194 he was overthrown at Nadia by Mahomed Ibn Bakhtiyar 
Khilji. the Lieutenant of the Delhi Emperor, who led the Mahomedan invasion of Bengal 

Muslim Rule : Bakhtiyar Khilji made his headquarters at Gaur and from that centre established Mahomedan rule 
over the greater part of Northern and Central Bengal, and attempted to subjugate Assam and Bhutan. After the 
death of Bakhtiyar Khilji a succession of Pathan chiefs, adventurers with Bakhtiyar, seized the throne, professing 
allegiance to Delhi as they were compelled Of these chiefs who became kings may be mentioned Ghiyasaddm 
Khilji, who ruled from 1211 to 1227 A D He constructed an embanked road for military purposes from Rajnagar 
in Birbhum through Malda to Debcote in Dinajpur Ghiyasuddin was defeated and killed under the ramparts of 
Gaur and Nasiruddin became Governor in 1227. 

The period of direct dependence on Delhi lasted till the middle of the 14 lh century • in this time the 
Mahomedan power was consolidated at Gaur An episode in the history of Gaur in these times is an attack 
on it about the middle of the 13 ,h century by the king of Orissa Timur Khan the Governor of Oudh, was 
sent by Imperial orders to assist Tughan Khan, an ex-Tartar slave who had been appointed Governor of 
Gaur from Delhi. Timur Khan arrived after the invaders had retreated with their plunder. A dispute arose 
between the two Governors, and in spite of attempts at mediation a battle was fought beneath the ramparts 
of Gaur, in which Tughan was defeated. Timur seized Gaur and ruled till his death (1246 circa).Timur was 
followed by a succession of Governors, namely, Izzadin Balban, Md. Tartar Khan, Sher Khan, Amin Khan, 
who were engaged chiefly in extending their power over the confines of Eastern Bengal Tughral, the Lieutenant 
of Amin Khan, rebelled against and imprisoned the latter, proclaiming himself king of Bengal under the 
title of Mughisaddin. It would appear that Tughral had rebelled on the news of illness, which he thought 
would prove fatal, of the Emperor Balban, whose slave he had been. The Emperor recovered and marched 
against Gaur. Tughral Khan having been defeated and slam, Balban proceeded to teach the people of Gaur 
a sharp lesson on the dangers of revolt, the memory of which lasted for several generations. The Emperor 
Balban then bestowed Bengal on his own son Nasiraddin Bugram Khan, on whose death Kader Khan was 
appointed Viceroy from Delhi. Latter Mubarak who had been in service established himself in Gaur as the 
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latter was attacked and killed by Mubarak Shah, the Governor of Eastern Bengal. After a reign of six years 
he was assassinated by his foster brother, Haji Ilyas. The latter took the title of Shamsud-din Ilyas Shah and 
reunited Eastern Bengal under Gaur, by defeating the ruler of that province. He attempted to extend his rule 
to the west and drew upon himself an attack from the Emperor Firoz Shah He transferred his capital to 
Pandua and was there besieged. After several years' fighting in the vicinity of old Malda the Emperor made 
terms with him, and recognised his independence about the year 1357 The Court name of Pandua whilist it 
was the capital of Bengal was Firozabad, which during this period regularly appears on the corns in place of 
Lakhnauti. Sikandar Shah, the eldest son of Haji Ilyas, succeeded his father on the thorne, and reigned for 30 
yars He built the great Adinah mosque at Pandua and was killed near old Malda in a battle with his rebellious 
son Ghiyasaddin, the ruler of Sonargaon Ghiyasaddin, who succeeded him, was a patron of the arts and 
sent an embassy to invite the Persian poet Hafiz to his court at Pandua His death was followed by a few 
years of civil war till Raja Ganesh, a Hindu zamindar of Dinajpur, established himself (1404 circa) as king 
in Pandua with the help of the saint Nur Kutub Alam. Raja Ganesh was greeted at Pandua as the restorer of 
Hindu rule in Bengal However his oppressions led Nur Kutub Alam to invite the Sultan of Jaunpur to 
interfere The Sultan invaded Bengal and put the Raja in such peril that he begged Nur Kutub Alam to order 
the Sultan to withdraw, promising to let his youthful son Jadu be converted to Islam The boy being converted 
by such a learned saint as Nur Kutub Alam, did not apostatise and succeeded his father in 1414 as a 
Mahomedan king of Bengal under the name of Jalaladdin 

Jalaladdm himself lived m Gaur, though he spent large sums of money in embellishing Pandua which 
according to the annalists, flourished in his reign beyond description. His tomb with that of his wife and son 
is at Pandua, in the Eklakhi Mausoleum The spread of Mahomedanism amongst the peoples of Easetrn 
Bengal is ascribed to his oppressive measures to that end. He was succeeded by his son Ahmed Shah, who 
sent an embassy to the Tarter Emperor Shah Rukh at heart to solicit protection against Sultan of Jaunpur 
This request was acknowledged by the dispatch of Maulana Abdul Rahim as ambassador to the court of 
Gaur, and an order to Jaunpur to cease his aggression Ahmed was assassinated as the result of a court 
conspiracy against him caused by his cruelties and the family of Haji Ulyas re established itself on the 
throne in the person of Nasiraddin, in whose region (1454 circa) the Kotwali gate in Gaur was built His son 
Parkbak Shah introduced Abyssinian slaves into his army and formed of them a corps of Janissaries. Barbak 
seems to have been a strong ruler and Gaur had prosperity till his death in 1478. After him, however, there 
was a period of frequent change of rulers, due to the intrigues of the Abyssinian guards, which ended finally 
in the accession of an Abyssinian army chief, Firoz Shah, who reigned for 13 years till 1470 He built the 
Firoz Minar in Gaur and several mosques 

After the death of Firoz there was a further period of usurption of the throne by the intriguers with the 
royal guards till Hossain Shah established himself in 1494 Hossam Shah ruled for 27 years and completely 
restored the fortunes of Gaur, so much so that Gaur became a synonym for Bengal and Gaur for its inhabitants. 
To the increase of wealth in Gaur it is said the use of gold and silver vessels on festive occasions was quite 
common 

It was in the reign of Hossain Shah in the year 1509 that the famous religious reformer Chaitanya Deb 
became a sanyasi and founded the Bairagi cult. This religious movement, which after Kulimsm has most 
profoundly determined the distinctive Hinduism of Bengal, found two prominent adherents in Gaur in the 
highly placed officers, the brothers Rup and Sanatan, who left their homes and positions to follow Chaitanya 
to Brindaban. Chaitanya himself visited Ramkel near Gaur, where Rup and Sanatan lived. The well known 
bairagi mela at Ramkel perpetuates their memory Another great disciple of Chaitanya was Nityananda, 
from whom derives the local Goswami family of Gayeshpur 

Hossain Shah built the Dakhil gate of the fort in Gaur, and the tomb of Akhi Serajaddm at Sadullapur. 
He also endowed tomb of saint the Hazrat Nur Kutub Alam at Pandua with a large amount of land - the 
hazari endowment. 
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He was succeeded by his son Nasrat Shah who married the daughter of the Afghan Emperor of Delhi 
and gave shelter to the chiefs of that dynasty after it had been overthrown in Panipat (1526, <’y the Moghuls 
under Babar This drew upon him the hostility of the Moghuls, who advanced against him twice, but on each 
occasion invasion was averted by Narsat’s submission and payment of tribute During his reign the Baradarwazi 
mosque and Kadam Rasul were built in Gaur Nasrat was assassinated in 1532 A.D., a fate which shortly 
after befell his son and successoi at the hands of his unde Mahmud Shah III. In 1537 A.D the Pathan 
adventurer, Sher Khan, later the Emperor Sher Shah, who had established himself in Bihar, advanced against 
Gaur, which he took and sacked In the history of Fanada Souza it is related that Mahmud applied to the 
Portuguese for assistance against Sher Khan, but that the squadron of nine ships sent to his aid did not arrive 
in Bengal till after the surrender of the city It is said that at the time of siege of Gaur there were Portuguese 
prisoners from Chittagong in Gaur The historian goes on to describe Gaur from hearsay as ‘‘the principal 
City of Bengal seated on banks of the Ganges, three leagues in length, containing one million and two 
hundred thousand families and well fortified Along the streets, which are wide and straight, are ruws of 
trees to shade the people, who are so very numerous that sometimes many are trod to death.” 

Mahmud also applied for assistance to the Emperor Humayun, who invaded Bengal and retook Gaur 
shortly after Mahmud’s death. Mahmud was buned at Sadullapur and with him died the last independent 
king of Bengal 

From this time may be dated the beginning of the decline of Gaur It lost its strategic importance as 
the power of Delhi extended eastward, whilst at the same time a period of development of trade and 
commerce in Bengal was commencing with the coming of Portuguese and other traders from the west. This 
trade gradually introduced a good deal of wealth in the form of spice into Bengal, and the province from 
being in the eyes of Delhi poor and unprofitable gradually became a steady source of considerable revenue 
which required attention As that wealth was coming into Lower Bengal it was inevitable that portion of the 
province should so increase in importance as to necessitate the transfer of the local government to it 

Humayun remained for some three months in Gaur enjoying its amenities. He renamed it Jannatabad 
(the city of Heaven) as he disliked the word Gaur, which resembled in sound the Hindustani word for a 
grave. In the mean time Sher Khan retreated to the sound on Humayun’s advance and, taking advantage of 
latter’s inactivity, worked back to Bihar through Chhotanagpur and barred Humayuns’ communication with 
Delhi Humayun was forced to fight and sustained a severe defeat, which enabled Sher khan to recapture 
Gaur and make good his rule over Bihar and Bengal Later, in 1540 Sher khan again defeated Humayun and 
made himself Emperor. He appointed Khizir Khan as his Governor in Gaur and on the attempt of Khizir 
Khan to make himself independent, Sher Khan defeated him and divided Bengal into'several provinces to 
which he appointed his Lieutenants 

After Sher Shah's death in 1545 Mohammad Khan, who had been appointed Governor of Bengal by 
the new Emperor, proclaimed his independence and invaded Jaunpur, but was defeated and killed by the 
Emperor’s General Himu. His son Bahadur Shah, however, established himself at Gaur and died there In 
the two years succeeding his death there were three kings of Gaur, the last of whom was assassinated by Taj 
Khan Kerani, brother of Sulaiman Kerani of Bihar. On the death of Taj Khan, Sulaiman seized Gaur in 
1563. The chief event in the reign of Sulaiman was the war with Raja Mukunda Deb of Onssa whom he 
defeated by means of his General Kalapahar, a Brahmin converted to Islam. Sulaiman died in 1573 and was 
succeeded by his son Dawad Khan, who entered into hostilities with the Emperor Akbar. 

Akbar's General Munaim Khan drove him out of Tartra into Orissa, and being impressed by the 
splendours of Gaur made his headquarters at that place. A pestilence broke out in which thousands died, 
including Munaim Khan, in 1573. Gaur became depopulated and practically deserted as a result of this 
pestilence which is generally believed to have been some form of malaria, probably due to the recession of 
the main stream of the Ganges from the City front. 
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‘The loss of population and complete deeline of Gaur appears from a passage in Hakluyt’s Principal 
Navigations Voyages in which Ralph Fitch mentions that they passed the country of Gauren where he found 
but few villages; but almost all wilderness and saw many buffaloes, swine and deer, grass longer than a man 
and very many tigers’ 

Owing to the death of Munain Khan and depletion of his forces, the Mughals withdrew for a short 
time from Bengal This gave Dawad and his Pathan Chiefs an opportunity to re-establish themselves in the 
district, but they were quickly overcome and Dawad was killed in 1576 the Subadars of Bengal continued 
till the time of Raja Man Singh (1589) to have their headquarters at Tanra and from that place occupied 
themselves in putting down the recalcitrant Pathans of Bengal The place was disliked by them on account 
of its unhealthiness, and at the same time due to the fact that fighting had to be done on the fringes of 
Bengal to the east and south, where the Pathans had retired to East Bengal and Orissa which tended to make 
the district an inconvenient base for military operations Raja Man Sing accordingly made his headquarters 
at Rajmahal on opposite side of the Ganges, and from there operated in Bengal, but m 1608 Islam Khan, the 
then Subadar, ren oved the headquarters to Dacca, which place became the administrative capital of Bengal 
Province 

At the end of 17 ,h century Gaur had become, like Pandua a jungle inhabited only by wild beasts, and 
the district an obscure portion of the province. The East India Company established early a trade connecuon 
with the district, having its factory at old Malda where also was a Dutch factory, of which there are still 
remains 

After the Dewani i >r fiscal administration of Bengal had been granted to the Company, a fortified commercial 
residency was built in 1771 at English Bazar by Gorge 1 lenchman. This building is now used as Distnct Collectorate. 
By the end of the 18 ,h century there were a number of European indigo planters in the district, besides the 
commercial resident and his assistants 

Uptill 1813 the district formed part of the Purnea and Dinajpur districts, the Mahananda being the 
boundary, but in that year, in consequence of the prevalence of serious crime in the Kaliachak and Shibganj 
thanas and on the rivers, a Joint Magistrate and Deputy Collector was appointed at English Bazaar with 
jurisdiction over a number of police stations centering that place and taken from two districts. In 1832 a 
separate treasury was opened, the following year being that of the discontinuance of Company’s trade In 
1859 a full Magistrate and Collector was appointed. Amongst holders of that office may be mentioned Mr. 
Ravenshaw, after whom the collage in Cuttack is named His illustrated description of Gaur and Pandua was 
published in 1878 The district was unaffected by the Santhal rising and by mutiny 

During the viceroyalty of l.oid Curzon some of the ruins of Gaur and Pandua were restored, the 
Viceroy himself visiting the district in connection with enterprise. 

In 1905 the district was transferred from the Bhagalpur Division to the Rajshahi Division on the 
formation of the province of Eastern Bengal and Assam It was formerly a part of Rajshahi Division, but 
was transferred from that division to Bhagalpur in 1876 The district was from 1912 in Rajshahi division of 
Bengal 

TOPOGRAPHY : 

Natural Divisions . The river Mahananda flowing north and south roughly divides the district into two equal 
parts, corresponding, by local tradition, to the old boundary line of the Rarh and Barendra. The country to 
the east of the Mahananda is called barind Its characteristic feature is the relatively high land of the red clay 
soil of the old alluvium West of the Mahananda the country is again divided into two well defined parts by 
the Kalindi river flowing west and cast from the Ganges North of the Kalmdi the distinguishing natural 
feature is the Taai land, the name applied to the land which floods deeply as the rivers rise, and drain by 
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meandering streams into swamps or into the Kalindi South of the KaJindi lies the most fertile and populous 
portion of the district. It is seamed throughout by old courses of the Ganges, upon the banks of one of 
which the city of Gaur once stood The most striking natural feature is the continuous line of islands and 
accretions formed in the bed of the Ganges by its ever changing currents and known as the diara. 

Hills : There are a few elevated tracts in the bannd Parts of these high lands have an elevation from 50 to 
100 feet above the level of the Ganges, and, being frequently intersected by deep water channels, simulate 
the appearance of small hills 

Scenery : Apart from these undulations the country is a low-lying plain covered with a succession of village 
sites with their adjacent fields and swampy tracts 

SOIL : 

The district is covered by alluvium. The bannd belongs to an older alluvial formation. The low-lying country 
to the west of the Mahananda and in the south is of more recent formation West of the Mahananda there 
is a formation similar to that of the older alluvium of the barind The present surface of the district is the 
result of denudation of the old alluvium of North Bengal, between which and the Rajmahal Hills the 
Ganges and other Himalayan water has forced its way south from the west 

CLIMATE : Daily max 30 6" C, mm 20.2" C 

WATER RESOURCES r 

The main rivers of the district are all of Himalayan or Sub- Himalayan origin and flow in a southerly 
direction, their rise being controlled by the Ganges, which forms two-thirds of the western and the whole of 
the south- western boundary of the district. Next to the Ganges the most important is the Mahananda 
which, flowing north and south through the middle of the district receives on its right bank the waters of the 
Kalindi, and from the east those of the Tangan and the Purnabhaba before itself joining the Ganges near 
Godagari. Two other streams of importance are the Pagla and the Bhagirathi which, though they dry up into 
lines of pools in the cold weather, become large back-waters within the district, of the main stream of the 
Ganges in the rains 

The Ganges : The Ganges first touches the district as it sweeps south round the Rajmahal hills. At this point 
it is connected in the rains by various channels with the Kalindi. About two miles below Rajmahal the 
Ganges sends off a small stream, the Chhota Bhagirathi, which is presumably an old bed of great river itself. 

It runs first to the east and then generally in a southerly direction, bordering for about 13 miles the ruins of 
the city of Gaur A little way further down, the Ganges sends off, also to the east, a larger branch, the Pagla, 
into which the Chhota Bhagirathi ultimately flows 

The Mahananda : The Mahananda, flowing from Purnea, first touches the district at its extreme north, 
from which point it forms its north eastern boundary for about 25 miles, receiving as its sole tributary the 
Nagar from the east Its entire course within the district would be about 80 miles in a straight line 

The Kalindi : Of the tributaries, the Kalindi enters the districts from Purnea near Hatichapa. The main body 
of its waters are brought down from mountains of Nepal by the Panar, which assumes the name of Kalindi 
shortly before its entrance into the district In the rains, as has been noticed, it connects with the Ganges on 
its right bank on its left it receives the drainage of the tal land of the west of Tulsihata and Ratua thanas 
by a network of streams, of which the most important are the Kap, Kos, Kankar and Kalkas, all of which 
cease to flow in the cold weather 

The Tangan and Ponarbhaba : The Tangan and Punarbhaba on the left bank are the next important tributaries 
of the Mahananda; these rivers flow from Dmajpur into the north-eastern comer of the district, where there 
are connections between them. 
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Swamps : A feature of the drainage of the district is the line of swamps (bils) which extends along the right 
bank of the Mahananda from the Kahndi past the east face of Gaur right down to opposite Nawabganj 

FLORA & FAUNA : 

Flora : The flora of Matda is merely a small portion of that extending from the Kosi to the Brahmaputra, an 
alternation of bils and village shrubberies with the drier jungle of the barind formation Where the ground is 
not occupied by the usual crops of Northern Bengal, it is covered by an abundant natural vegetation except 
in the sandy beds of the greatei rivers, where the few annual plants that establish themselves are swept away 
by floods of the following season 

Fauna : Huntei remarks that “Malda has always beon celebrated for the unusual quantity of large game 
which it affords and especially for its tiger hunting.” Their breeding grounds were the katal (thorny scrub 
jungle of the baiind) and the jungle covered ruins of Gaur and Pandua : their hunting grounds the grassy 
swamps which cover such considerable areas of the district and stretch away into Purnea and Dinajpur 
towards Lhe hills In the recent decades it is however, seen that the district is cut off for wild animals from 
the Terai by the construction of the sub-Himalayan railways, and the jungles cleared and their inhabitants 
exterminated by the Sonthals and Pahanas, who have crossed the Ganges in large numbers to settle in the 
barind and other pai ts of the country At the present time a tiger is a rarity and is invariably a wanderer The 
carnivora of the district are now represented by leopards and other smaller species. The ungulata comprise 
hog-deei and wild pig Leopards weie also fairly common, particularly in the vicinity of English Bazar and 
Malda, where the undergrowth in the mango gardens and the deep ditches of the mulberry fields give them 
sufficient shelter 

The game birds of the distnci are iungle fowl, swamp and black partridge, button quail, green pigeon, 
pea fowl and lessei florican, the last two being somewhat rare Two varieties of geese are found, the bar- 
headed and pink-beaked, and among ducks the brahminy, mallard, red-headed pochard, pin-tail, merganser, 
pearl-eyed and grey are the most common Besides these there are found the common blue-winged teal 
whistling teal, cotton teal, grey and golden plovers, four varieties of snipe and the usual waders of Bengal 

IMPORTANT PLACES : 

Gaur : Gaur was the capital of Bengal, under the Buddhist Pala 
Dynasty and the Hindu Sena Dynasty, from seventh century 
A D till the establishment of Muslim rule in Bengal in the 
thirteenth century In 1537, during the reign of Sultan Mahmud 
Shah, the city was destroyed by Sher Shah Sun The city has 
many historic structuies built during the Muslim rule. The 
mosques of Gaur have some beautiful chiselled brick work The 
Bara Sona Masjid (Baradwan) was built by Sultan Naseeruddin 
Nusrat Shah in 1526 AD Other attractions include the Dakhil 
Darwaza (tire entrance to the Gaur fort), the ruins of the Gaur 
Fort, the Feroze Minar, Kadam Rasul, Chika Masjid, Lukochuri 
Darwaza, Lattan Masjid, Kotwali Darwaza are some of the 
attractions of this historic town 

Pandua : Pandua is another ancient capital of Bengal. Its name is derived from Paundrabardhan. It has a few 
histone monuments and ruins The most famous attraction is the Adina Mosque built by Sikandar Shah 
(1358 - 1390) around 1370 AD It was once the largest and one of the most imposing mosques in the 
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subcontinent. The Eklakhi Mosque (it took one lakh i.e 100,000 rupees to build) is the other notable spot in 
Pandua. Other places include the Badi Dargah, Choti Dargah and Qutubshahi Masjid 

Adina Mosque, Pandua : Is the second largest 
mosque in India and one of the earliest surviving in 
Bengal. Built by Sultan Sikandar Shah between 1364 
and 1374, Adina has stone pillars halfway up 
(supposedly taken from destroyed Hindu temples) 
and bricks in the upper half. Adina along with Eklakhi 
and other buildings of Gour and Pandua provided 
explanations as to why the architecture developing 
in Bengal was so very different from contemporary 
architecture in Delhi or even in Mandu. 

Adina Mosque 

Eklakhi Mausoleum : Its ■architecture as well as the material used for building 
was completely dictated by the local environment (of Bengal). Eklakhi, which 
means ‘of one lakh', is a massive dressed brick structure on which patterns 
ate carved, an adaptation of the traditional method of terracotta. Believed 
to have been built by Jadu (Jalalludin Muhammad Shah after conversion to 
Islam), the Eklakhi is one of the earliest square-shaped brick-built tombs, 
having a sloping cornice and a roof richly adorned with floral and geometric 
patterns The optically corrected Qutubshahi Mosque built in 1582 offers a 
wonderful view of the Eklakhi. AH our misgivings about our choice of the 
place vanishes instantaneously! 

Other Important Places : Englishbazar (Malda Town), Farakka Malda is 
now famous for mango orchards.
